From Lincoln's Municipal Airport: Take West Adams Street, the main road 
leading out to Cornhusker Highway.

Follow Cornhusker Highway (Hwy, 6) 
and take a right on Ist Street. Go south until you reach Sun Valley Blvd. Turn 
right on Sun Valley to Line Drive Street. If you are on Interstate 80 coming from 
the West, it is Exit 399 at the airport. 

From Omaha's Eppley Airport; Exit the airport to the stoplight. Turn right 
onto Abbott Drive, go approximately one mile into Storz Expressway (Abbott 
Drive turns into Storz Expressway), Proceed approximately three miles to 1-480 
South. Follow the signs and get onto 1-80 west to Lincoln. Follow 1-80 for 
about 60 miles and take Exit 403. Follow 27th Street to Cornhusker Highway 
(Hwy. 6) and turn right. Go west to 10th Street and turn left and Tollow 10th 
Street until Sun Valley Blvd (Hwy. 6). Take a left on Line Drive Street to reach

A fax machine 
is available at the Sports Information Office (116 South Stadium) and requests 
should be made to Shamus McKnight before or during the game.

Broadcast Rights: The University of Nebraska-Lincoln and Pinnacle Sports 
Productions own exclusive radio broadcast rights to all of the University of 
Nebraska baseball games. Other than Pinnacle Sports and KRNU (the University 
of Nebraska student station), the only stations or networks that will be allowed 
lo broadcast Nebraska baseball games from Hawks Field at Haymarket Park 
are those that have rights to broadcast games played by the opposing team. 
All radio stations and networks broadcasting from Haymarket Park must sign a 
contract with the University and are subject to a rights fee. 

Any representative of a radio station or network that has not purchased such 
rights shall not air live game action or description of any game while it is in 
progress, nor shall such representatives air tape-recorded or live commentary 
of Nebraska coaches or players for one hour before until 1/2 hour after a game. 
Only stations that have purchased broadcast rights may install telephones in the 
press box, or use telephones in the press box for reporting on games. 

By accepting media credentials, representatives of stations and networks 
that have not purchased broadcast rights signify their agreement to the above 
stipulations. Abuse of this rule will result in the loss of press credentials for

The Cornhusker Legend 

Before 1900, Nebraska football teams were 
known by such names as the Old Gold Knights, 
Antelopes, Rattlesnake Boys and the Bugeaters, In 
its first two seasons (1890-91), Nebraska competed 
as the Old Gold Knights, but beginning in 1892, 
Nebraska adopted Scarlet and Cream as its colors 
and accepted the Bugeaters as its most popular 
nickname until the turn of the century. Named after 
the insect-devouring bull bats that hovered over the 
plains, the Bugeaters also found their prey in the 
Midwest, enjoying winning campaigns in every year 
of the 1890s until a disappointing season in 1899. 

After its first losing season in a decade, it must 
have seemed only fitting that Nebraska move in a 
new direction, and Lincoln sportswriter Charles S. 
(Cy) Sherman, who was lo gain national renawn as 
the sports editor of the Lincoln Star and helped to 
originate the Associated Press poll, provided the 
nickname that has gained fame for more than a century. 
Sherman tired of referring to the Nebraska teams with 
such an unglamorous term as Bugeaters. lowa had, 
from Lime to time, been called the Cornhuskers, and 
the name appealed to Sherman. lowa partisans seemed 
to prefer Hawkeyes, so Sherman started referring to 
the Nebraska team as Cornhuskers, and the 1900 
team was first to bear that label. Of course, the name 
caught on and became a Nebraska byword, eventually 
becoming, the official nickname for the state. 

There is no official symbol of a Cornhusker, and 
various cartoonists have caricatured the mystical

something that typifies Nebraska football—some 
winning fan approval and others arousing fan ire. 

The cartoon character, “Herbie Husker,” evolved 
out of Nebraska's trip to the 1974 Cotton Bow! in 
Dallas. Artist Dirk West of Lubbock, Texas, designed 
a Cornhusker cartoon for the Cotton Bowl press 
headquarters that caught the eye of former Husker 
SID Don Bryant. Later, Bryant contacted West for 
permission to use the cartoon, and West expressed 
a desire to refine his original cartoon and improve 
some of the character's features. As a result, West 
was commissioned to draw an original Cornhusker 
cartoon character that served as a mascot for all 
Husker athletic teams. “Herbie” is the registered 
logo of the Cornhusker Athletic Department, which 
controls its use. West's concept of Nebraska football 
is appropriate—a burly, rugged and confident fellow 
who is proud of both the athletic and the agricultural 
traditions of the University of Nebraska. 

In 2003, “Herbie” enjoyed a resurgence in the 
spotlight as he underwent a makeover, helping 
him better portray Nebraska's "image of strength 
and power," according to Athletic Director Steve 
Pederson. Anew and improved “Herbie” was unveiled 
Aug. 30, 2003. 

Alongwith Herbie, theathletic department unveiled 
Lil’ Red, the Cornhuskers’ contemporary mascot, in 
1994. Lil’ Red has been commonly seen on the sideline 
of all Nebraska athletic teams in recent years and 
remains NU's official mascot along with “Herbie.”

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Compliance Info for Boosters 


The University of Nebraska Athletic Department takes great pride in abiding by the National Collegiate Athletic Association (NCAA) and the Big 12 Conference 
rules and guidelines that govern Division | competition. For the benefit of the many alumni, fans and booster club members who are so active in supporting and 
assisting, the Huskers throughout the year, we would like to remind everyone of a few definitions and rules that apply to all athletic representatives and boosters. 


NCAA Principles 


Institutional Control 

It is the responsibility of the University of Nebraska to control its 
intercollegiate athletic program in compliance with the rules and regulations 
ol the NCAA. 


Responsibility 

The University of Nebraska's responsibility for the conduct ol its program 
includes responsibility for the actions of its staff members and for the actions 
of any other individual, booster or organization engaged in activilies promoting 
the athletic interests of the institution. 


Compliance 

The University of Nebraska must monitor its program Lo assure compliance 
and to identify and report to the NCAA instances in which compliance has not 
been achieved. An institution found to have violated NCAA rules is subject to 
disciplinary and corrective actions as determined by the NCAA. 


NCAA Definitions 


Athletic Representative/Booster 

You are considered to be a University of Nebraska athletic representalive 
if you: 

* Are a present or past member of a University of Nebraska booster club or 
agency that promotes the Huskers’ intercollegiate athletic program; 

* Have made financial contributions to the athletic department or to an 
athletic booster organization of the University of Nebraska; 

¢ Are, or have been, providing benefits (e.g.. summer jobs. meals etc.) to 
enrolled student-athletes, their family members or friends: 

¢ Are, or have been involved in any manner of promoting the University of 
Nebraska intercollegiate athletic program. 

Please note: Once an individual is identified as an athletic representative, 
that person retains that identity indefinitely. The University of Nebraska is 
ultimately responsible for the acts of all “representatives of athletic interests” in 
relation to NCAA rules and regulations. 


Prospective Student-Athlete 

A prospective student-athlete is a student who has started classes for the 
ninth grade or above, including students in prep schools and junior colleges 
as well as students who have officially withdrawn from a four-year institution 
and plan to transfer to another institution, In addition, a student who has not 
started classes for the ninth grade becomes a prospective student-athlete if the 
institution or a booster provides the individual or the individual's relatives or 
friends with any financial assistance or benefits that the institution does not 
provide to prospective students in general. A good rule of thumb is to treat 
ALL STUDENTS as prospects. 


Student-Athlete 

A student-athlete is a student whose enrollment was solicited by a member 
of the athletic staff or other representative of athletic interests with a view 
toward the student's ultimale participation in the intercollegiate athletic 
program, 


Contact 

A contact is any face-to-face encounter between a prospect, or the 
prospect's parent or legal guardian, and an institutional staff member or athletic 
representative during which any dialogue occurs. 


Recruiting 

Recruiting is any solicitation of a prospect or a prospect's family member (or 
guardian) by an institutional staff member or by athletic representative of the 
institution, for the purpose of securing the prospect's enrollment and ultimate 
participation in the institution’s intercollegiate athletic program. 


Guidelines and Reminders for Boosters 

* A booster may not contact the prospect. prospect's coach. principal or 
counselor in an altempt lo evaluate or recruit the prospect. 

* A booster may not expend funds to entertain or provide transportation for 
a prospective student-athlete, family members or Iriends. 

* A booster may not become directly or indirectly involved in making 
arrangements for a prospect, or the prospect's relalive or friends to receive 
money or financial aid of any kind. 

* A booster may not contact a prospective student-athlete through letter 
writing. telephone calling or other forms of communication. 


However, here are a few ways that a Husker Booster may be involved: 

© Do discuss summer employment opportunities with a prospect afler he/ 
she has signed a National Letter of Intent with the University of Nebraska. 

* Do attend high school athletic events without contacting prospective 
student-athletes. 

* Do continue existing friendships with families and friends of prospective 
student-athletes. 

* Do send recommendation letters, newspaper clippings or similar 
information about prospective student-athletes to Husker coaches. 


Extra Benefits Guidelines for Boosters 
Extra Benefit 

An extra benelil is any special arrangement by an institutional employee or 
an athletic representative to provide a student-athlete or the student-athlete’s 
relative or friend a benefit not expressly authorized by NCAA legislation. 

Boosters may not provide any special arrangement considered to be an 
extra benefit by NCAA definition. Examples of extra benefits include bul are 
nol limited to: 

* Providing cash or loans of any amount: 

* Signing or co-signing for a loan or other forms of financial assistance; 

* Providing the use of a telephone to make local or long distance calls; 

* Transporting a student-athlete or providing the use of a vehicle; 

* Providing lree or reduced rent housing; 

* Giving gilts of any kind (i.e. birthday, Christmas, Valentine's Day); 

* Promising a student-athlete postgraduate education or employment; 

* Offering Iree services (i.e. clothing, airline tickets, laundry, car repair, 
haircuts, restaurant meals); 

* Providing, payment to a student-athlete for a booster club speaking 
engagement; 

* Providing employment for relatives or friends. 


However, here are a few ways that a Husker booster may help: 

* Do invite a student-athlele to participate in non-profit, charitable or 
educalional events. 

* Do invite a student-athlete into your home for an occasional meal, 

© Do contact the NU Athletic Compliance Office for approval prior to a 
student-athlete engaging in outside speaking or promotional activities. 

* Do pay a student-athlete the commensurate rale for actual and 
legitimate employment.

Hawks Field at Haymarket Park 
ushered in an exciting era for the 
Husker baseball program in the spring 
of 2002. Set on 33 acres one-half mile 
west of campus near downtown, the 
complex combines private and public 
entilies, giving the University of 
Nebraska and the City of Lincoln a 
one-of-a-kind facility for the Huskers 
and the Northern League's Lincoln 
Saltdogs. 

On July 30, 1999, the University 
of Nebraska, the City of Lincoln 
and NEBCO Inc., announced plans 
to construct two new stadiums, an 
8,500-seat ballpark for the Husker 
baseball program and the Saltdogs 
— marking professional baseball's 
return to the Star City for the first 
time in 40 years — and a 2,500-seat 
softball stadium located next door. 

Building a complex for the 
Huskers, as well as the Saltdogs. 
whose season runs from Memorial 
Day to Labor Day, required leadership 
and a forward-thinking vision from all 
three entities. The $29.53 million 
cost was primarily divided between 
the city, NEBCO and the University 
with additional sources contributing 
for the rest of the project. 

In| March of 2000, Howard 
and Myrna Hawks — guaranteed 
the unfunded portion of UNL's 
commitment to the baseball/softball 
project, enabling the University to 
move forward on the complex on 
schedule. 

An avid supporter of the Husker 
baseball program. Myrna Hawks 
never had the opportunity to see the 
finished product, as she passed away 
on Jan. 24, 2001. In her honor, the 
playing surface was named Hawks 
Field in February of 2002 and was 
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formally dedicated on April 28, 
2002, before a doubleheader against 
Kansas. 

“She was a baseball fanatic,” 
Howard Hawks said of his wife of 45 
years. “She went to baseball games 
before we were married, but | know 
that after we were married, she never 
went to a game where she didn’t keep 
score, 

“She felt you didn't really know 
what had happened if you didn’t know 
how this guy hit last time, and how 
they pitched to him, so she kept track 
of all those things.” 

The DLR Group was hired to be the 
principal designer of the ballparks, as 
well as the plaza between the two 
fields. and to create a design unique 
for Lincoln. Early on, one of the goals 
of the project was to enhance the 
experience for the fans who attend 


games at the new park. According 
to the DLR Group, the intimate 
atmosphere at Haymarket Park was 
intentional. 

“One of the primary concepts 
driving this whole facility was to 
create a ‘park within a park,” which 
meant the fans would be able to 
view the action from anywhere in the 
park,” says Pat Phelan, principal and 
project manager at the DLR Group in 
Omaha. 

“There's an open concourse, so 
when fans are waiting in line for 
concessions or restrooms, they can 
still see the field from there. There's 
also a bermed seating area around 
the outside of the park, so you can 
literally walk around the perimeter of 
the diamond while viewing the action, 
but you're still within the confines of 
the stadium.” 


Myrna and Howard Hawks were long-time supporters of the Husker baseball program and 
were instrumental in getting Haymarket Park built. The field is named after Myrna, who 
passed away on Jan, 24, 2001. 


In the months leading up to the 
start of construction in April of 2000, 
former Nebraska Baseball Coach 
Dave Van Horn and Lincoln Saltdogs 
President Charlie Meyer toured many 
of the top minor league facilities in 
the country, looking for ideas that 
could be implemented in the new 
ballpark. 

The influences of parks such as 
the Bricktown Ballpark in Oklahoma 
City, Victory Field in Indianapolis and 
Franklin Covey Field in Salt Lake City, 
are evident throughout the structure. 
The exterior is a red-brick exterior, 
while the spacious concourse level is 
highlighted by exposed ironwork. The 
playing surface is nestled in a bowl, 
allowing berm seating along both 
lines and throughout the outfield 
and a raised batter’s eye consisting 
of pine trees in center field. The 
features make Haymarket Park a first- 
class facility. The ballpark’s setting 
also allowed the designers to use 
Memorial Stadium and downtown 
Lincoln to provide a picturesque 
backdrop in the outfield. In May of 
2002, the pedestrian connector was 
completed, allowing fans to make the 
walk from downtown Lincoln to the 
center field entrance of Haymarket 
Park. 

Although many of the park's 
amenities — the 4,500  chairback 
seats, 16 suites, a towering video 
board/scoreboard in’ right center 
field, the Buck Beltzer Playground 
for kids down the right field line and 
numerous restrooms and concession 
stands — are apparent to fans, the 
most unique feature is the one-of-a- 
kind SubAir system. The technology 
can both heat and cool the field, 
allowing grass to be grown nearly 
year-round. Hawks Field was one 


of the first facilities - and the first 
collegiate venue - in the country 
that used the state-of-the art SubAir 
system. 

Under the direction of Head 
Groundskeeper Dan Bergstrom and 
his staff, Hawks Field at Haymarket 
Park was selected as the best playing 
surface in the Northern League by a 
vote of the league’s coaches in each 
of the park’s first three seasons. In 
November of 2003, Hawks Field 
received another honor, as it won 
the Baseball Field of the Year Award 
in the College/University division by 
the Sports Turf Managers Association 
(STMA). 

The ballpark is more than a playing 
field for the Huskers. It includes 
medical and laundry facilities, 
coaches’ offices and a 1,400 square 
foot locker room and adjacent 
clubhouse, giving the Husker program 
one of the best baseball setups in the 
country. 

The Huskers have enjoyed their 
new home, posting a 58-II (.841) 
record at Hawks Field over the past 
two seasons. NU went 29-6 at home 
in 2003, tying the school record for 
most home wins also set in 2002 
(Hawks Field) and 1980 (Buck Beltzer 
Stadium). NU averaged a school- 
record 4,299 fans per game to rank 
sixth nationally. The season average 
broke the mark of 4,110 fans per 
game set the previous season. During 
the 2002 Super Regional against 
Richmond, NU averaged over 8,500 
fans per game, as tickets sold out in 
26 hours. NU set a school mark for 
single-game attendance against the 
Spiders on June 9, 2002, when 8,569 
fans saw an Il-6 Husker win that 
clinched Nebraska's second straight 
College World Series berth,

2004 Season Outlook 


Sophomore Brian Duensing went 3-0 with a 2.42 ERA in four starts before taking a medical redshirt in 2003, The lelt- 
hander from Omaha went 6-2 as a true Ireshman, helping the Huskers to a CWS appearance in 2002. 


While the names and faces within the Nebraska 
baseball program change, the expectations set by 
Head Coach Mike Anderson and the coaching staff 
remain the same entering this spring. 

"At the end of the year, we want to be in a 
position where we can host NCAA Regionals and 
Super Regionals and have a chance to become a 
regular in Omaha,” Anderson said. 

In recent years, that has been the case for the 
Huskers, who are riding a string of successes 
unmatched in the program's history. Since 1999, the 
Huskers have made five straight NCAA Regional 
appearances - highlighted by back-to-back College 
World Series appearances in 2001 and 2002 - and 
have won two Big 12 regular-season and three 
conference tournament titles. 

The 2003 season was no exception for the Big 
Red, as the Huskers, who were picked to finish 
fourth by the league’s coaches, won 47 games and 
took home the Big 12 regular-season title. 

In 2004, the Huskers have the pieces in place 
to make another deep postseason run. While 
NU must replace a trio of All-Big 12 performers, 
including the league's player and pitcher of the 
year, the cupboard is far ftom bare. The Huskers 
welcome back seven everyday starters, four of its 
top five starting pitchers, and a developing closer 
in Mike Sillman. 

For Anderson, the reigning Big 12 Coach of the 
Year, everything began to fall into place after a fall 
thal saw five starters sidelined, The Huskers entered 
the spring relatively healthy, and the experience the 
newcomers gained last fall will hopefully pay off in 
the future. 

“IL was a tough fall on the staff because of all the 
players who were out,” Anderson said. “It also gave 
some of our newcomers an opportunity to work 
in different situations and to simulate game-like 
conditions. They now have a better idea of the level 
thal we expect them to play at in the spring.” 

Let's take a closer look al the 2004 Huskers. 
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Pitching 

Under Pitching Coach Rob Childress, the 
Huskers have ranked among, the conference leaders 
in ERA in each of the past four seasons. While 
the Huskers must contend with the loss of Aaron 
Marsden, who was drafted in the third round by 
Colorado, and four-year stalwarts Jamie Rodrigue 
and Steve Hale, the Huskers may have their deepest 
pitching staff in years. 

Nebraska returns nine pitchers who combined 
for 31 wins and nine saves from a year ago, including 
Quinton Robertson, who led the Big 12 with 10 wins 
last season, and three pitchers who have earned 
Freshman All-America honors in 2002 or 2003. 

"I'm excited about our staff because of the 
quality depth we bring back,” Childress said. “I like 
the experience we have back in our starting rotation 
with Quinton, Phil (Shirek) and Zach (Kroenke), 
who combined for 34 starts for us, including 16 in 
conference play, last season.” 

Of the nine pitchers who made starts in 2003, six 
return, including Robertson, Shirek and sophomore 
Zach Kroenke, who tossed a complete game during 
the NCAA Regional. Other returnees with starting 
experience include senior Justin Pekarek and 
sophomores Brian Duensing and Tim Schoeninger. 

“We feel like we have six returnees who have a 
chance to start for us in conference games, and then 
you throw in Brett Jensen, who gained a lot of junior 
college experience last year,” Childress said, “It is 
a good nucleus because of the balance with three 
lefties and four right-handers, and we think that all 
of them could go out and give us quality starts,” 

Robertson stepped into the weekend rotation 
in 2003, and enjoyed one of the most successful 
seasons in school history. He went 10-2 with a 4.23 
ERA in 89.1 innings, earning first-team All-Big 12 
honors. Robertson's 10 wins were the most ever by 
a first-year Husker, as only All-Americans Shane 
Komine and Troy Brohawn won more games in any 
season. Robertson was second on the team in starts 


(14), innings pitched and strikeouts (SI) and went 
six or more innings in 12 of his |4 starts. 

Kroenke was one of the Big 12's top freshmen 
starters, going 6-2 with a 2.72 ERA in 59.2 innings 
of work. The southpaw allowed three runs or less 
in 14 of his 15 appearances and held opponents to 
a .239 average. He closed 2003 with a complete- 
game six hitter in the NCAA Regional and was 
dominant at times throughout the fall. 

Schoeninger was a workhorse in 2003, making 
a team-high 25 appearances en route to Freshman 
All-America honors. The right-hander went 4-2 
with a team-best six saves and a 4.30 ERA. He 
worked primarily as a starter in the summer, and 
Childress said Schoeninger could be used in a 
number of roles. 

Shirek compiled a 5-3 record with a 3.90 ERA in 
18 outings and spent part of the year in the weekend 
rotation. The 6-3, 210-pounder was third on the 
team in innings (48) starts (10) and strikeouts 
(48), holding foes to a .227 average. Shirek spent 
the summer in the Cape Cod League and has the 
potential be effective in either a starting or relief 
role. 

One of the biggest reasons for optimism in the 
Husker camp is the return to health of senior co- 
captain Justin Pekarek. The left-hander has battled 
injuries over the past three seasons, but went 2-1 
with a 4,24 ERA in nine appearances in 2003. 
He earned all-league honors pitching for Santa 
Barbara over the summer, and closed the fall with a 
dominant one-hit effort in the Red/White Series. 

Brett Jensen could emerge as a major figure 
on the Husker pitching staff. The 6-foot-7 right- 
hander earned first-team NJCAA All-America 
honors at lowa Central Community College in 
2003, going II-I with a 2.79 ERA. A 45th-round 
pick by Baltimore, Jensen has pinpoint control and a 
delivery that is difficult for opponents to pick up. 

Two hurlers on the mend will play a role in the 
Huskers’ fortunes. Left-hander Brian Duensing was 
arguably NU's ace during the first month of 2003, 
going 3-0 with a 2.42 ERA in four starts before 
being sidelined with an elbow injury. The southpaw 
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Closer Mike Sillman went I-! with three saves and a 1.82 


ERA in 2003. The senior right-hander did not allow a run 
in six Big 12 appearances last spring. 


earned Freshman All-America honors in 2002, and 
looks to reclaim a spot in NU's weekend rotation. 

Dustin Timm was dominant in limited duty, 
allowing one hit in 3.1 innings and striking out 
seven of the |2 batters he faced before undergoing, 
Tommy John surgery last March. Timm is currently 
ahead of schedule, and could return to the mound 
in time lor Big 12 play. 

In the bullpen, senior Mike Sillman blossomed 
into the closer's role in 2003, going I-I with three 
saves and a 1.82 ERA in I7 outings. He struck out 
22 in 24.2 innings, and hurled 18.1 consecutive 
scoreless innings during one stretch. He was 
dominant over the summer pitching for Nevada 
(Mo.) in the Jayhawk League, going 10-for-10 in save 
opportunities and not allowing a run in 16 outings. 

“Is been three years since we had a true closer 
returning,” Childress said. “Mike developed in that 
role last season and was a guy who we couldn't wait 
to get the ball to late in games. It is a comforting 
feeling to have him in that role entering this year.” 

Junior left-hander Jeremy Becker joins Sillman 
to give NU a veteran relief duo. Becker made 15 
appearances in 2003 and allowed only four of 
I7 inherited runners to score, In addition, Colin 
Shockey could also see time in relief, as the right- 
hander was impressive during the fall. 

Four freshmen who earned first-team all-state 
accolades last spring may also play prominent roles 
out of the bullpen. Southpaws Brad Furnish and 
Jon Klausing and right-handers Matt Pike and Matt 
Foust all are highly touted and give Childress plenty 
of options. 

Furnish was 7-3 with a 1.53 ERA, striking out 
101 in 64 innings at Allen (Texas) High School in 
2003. Klausing was named a first-team high school 
All-American by Collegiate Baseball pitching for 
Pomona High School, He was the state's pitcher of 
the year, going II-l with a 1.44 ERA en route to a 
stale crown. 

Foust was the Gatorade Player of the Year in 
Kansas, compiling a 3-3 mark with a 1.42 ERA, as 
he struck out 61 in 42 innings of work. Pike, a 3Ist- 


Freshman All-American Tim Schoeninger went 4-2 and led 
the Huskers with 25 appearances in 2003, 
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round pick by Boston in 2003, was II-I with a 1.77 
ERA to earn first-team All-Colorado honors. 

Freshman Mike McDonald, a first-team all-state 
left-hander from Kansas who missed the fall with a 
foot injury, and Phil Zander, a walk-on who earned 
a spot during tryouts in fall camp, will add depth in 
the bullpen. The Huskers will be without pitchers 
Tony Watson and Mike Harmelink, who both had 
season-ending, surgeries before the start of winter 
drills. Childress said the losses of Watson, a 23rd 
round pick by Florida in 2003, and Harmelink, who 
was one of NU's most improved hurlers in the fall, 
will provide increased opportunities for the rest of 
the Huskers’ talented pitching newcomers. 


Catcher 

One area of great depth is behind the plate, 
where the Huskers welcome back two of the NU's’ 
lop receivers from a year ago, including two-year 
starter John Grose. 

“We really like our situation behind the plate with 
Johnny healthy again,” Anderson said. “His absence 
took us out of sync at times, and with Chad (Steele) 
and Johnny (Bowden), we have greatly improved our 
depth at the position.” 

Grose, a co-captain from Henderson, Nev., 
battled an elbow injury that limited him to a .302 
average and 22 RBIs in 2003. Grose, who earned 
All-Big 12 Tournament and all-NCAA Regional 
honors as a sophomore, was fully healthy in the fall. 
and looks to return to his 2002 form, when he hit 
.384 with 38 RBIs. Grose is also one of the best 
defensive catchers in the league, throwing out 30 
percent of base runners in 2002. 

Behind Grose is a youthful trio that includes 
sophomore Chad Steele and freshmen Andy Lomax 
and Johnny Bowden, 

Steele enters the spring as the primary backup 
alter hitting .278 with four RBIs in 26 games in 
2003. The left-handed hitting Steele, who could 
also see spot duty at DH or in the outfield, topped 
the Jayhawk League with a .387 average and 39 RBIs 
in 43 games during the summer, 

Bowden was a second-team all-state honoree at 
Thurston (Ore.) High School last spring, hitting 
AO0 with eight homers and 18 RBIs. At 6-foot-3, 
210 pounds, the coaches like Bowden's size and 
defensive skills behind the plate. 

Lomax, who redshirted in 2003, will provide 
depth. The Lincoln native was second-team All- 
Nebraska selection as a senior in 2002. 


Outfield 


While the Huskers saw two of their top outfielders 
[rom a year ago selected in the drafl, including 
three-year starter Jeff Leise, NU brings back two of 
its Lop three run producers in starters Daniel Bruce 
and Brandon Fusilier. The Huskers have improved 
depth with five newcomers, including junior college 
transfer Colin Shockey, redshirls Jesse Boyer and 
Kevin Belcher and true freshmen Braden Keith and 
Andy Gerch. 

“The outfielders we have back give us a lot of 
options,” Anderson said. “Colin, Daniel and Braden 
could all play center for us and that gives us a 
chance to match up better with opponents. Brandon 
showed that he could drive in runs for us, and Jesse 
and Kevin had a chance to work in our system last 
spring and made strides during the fall. 


2004 Season Outlook 
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Curtis Ledbetter moves to lirst base after earning, All-Big 
12 honors at designated hitter in 2003. Ledbetter batted 
348 with 13 homers and 54 RBIs as a sophomore. 


A two-year starter in right, Bruce batted .311 
with six homers and 33 RBIs in 2003. He was one 
of the Huskers’ hottest hitters down the stretch, 
batting .396 over his final 26 games and belted 
three homers during the NCAA Lincoln Regional. 
Bruce also is one of the best defensive players in 
the league, throwing out six runners a year ago. 

Fusilier’s health was a question mark entering 
the spring after off-season shoulder surgery, but the 
senior is close to 100 percent, giving the Huskers 
some pop in the middle of the lineup. He hit .289 
with six homers and 41 RBIs despite several nagging, 
injuries in 2003, He also showed a knack for timely 
hits, hitting .359 with runners in scoring position, 
Anderson believes that Fusilier will start the year at 
DH until his shoulder is 100 percent. 

Boyer parlayed a strong summer and fall into 
a potential starting role this spring. The 6-1, 
200-pounder starred in the Northwoods League, 
hitting .299 with 34 runs scored and a .481 on-base 
percentage to earn all-league honors. During the 
Red/White Series, he continued his stellar play, 
hitting .438 with seven runs scored in five games 
and will likely start the season in left field. 

Belcher, who could play any of the three outlield 
positions, is an intriguing prospect. The redshirt 
freshman hit .389 with a homer and five runs scored 
during the Red/White Series and was an all-regional 
selection at Lake Forest High School in 2002. His 
continued development gives the coaching staff a 
number of potential outfield combinations. 

One of two junior college additions, Shockey 
returns to his home state alter spending two years 
al lowa Western Community College. The 5-10, 170- 
pounder hit a combined .374 with 5S stolen bases in 
two years and enters the spring as the front-runner 
for Leise’s center field spot. The most versatile 
player on the roster, Shockey could see time al 
nearly any infield or outfield position, and will also 
add depth to the Huskers’ relief corps. 

Keith comes to NU after a decorated prep career 
al Falcon (Colo.) High School. A three-time All- ge

Colorado honoree, Keith hit .600 with five homers, 
28 RBls and 20 stolen bases last spring and was 
invited to the USA Baseball Tournament of Stars in 
2003. Gerch rounds out the outfield rotation, as he 
will sit out 2004 after transferring from Arkansas. 
Asa high school senior, the 6-1, 200-pounder was a 
first-team All-Nebraska honoree at Lincoln Pius X, 
hitting .400 with 10 doubles last spring. 


Infield 

Quality, not quantity is the theme for the Husker 
infield, as NU returns three starters — shortstop Joe 
Simokaitis, second baseman Jake Mullinax and third 
baseman Alex Gordon — from last season’s infield. 
In addition, All-Big 12 honoree Curtis Ledbetter, 
who backed up Big 12 Player-of-the-Year Matt 
Hopper, shifts full-time to first base after splitting 
time at the position last year. Behind that quartet, 
experience is lacking, as junior college transfer 
Beau Sullivan and freshmen Tyler Vaughn and Al 
Smith are newcomers to the NU program. 

“We feel like we have four returning starters 
back with the experience they gained last season,” 
Anderson said. “I think our strength is up the 
middle with Jake and Joe, and that is important to 
our defensive makeup. With Curtis and Alex on the 
corners, we feel like our infield is one of the best in 
the conference. 

“Our one concern about the infield is our lack 
of depth,” Anderson said. “We will get Tyler some 
opportunities during the year, but it is imperative 
that we keep our starters healthy.” 

The Huskers will move Ledbetter to first base 
this spring, afler he earned All-Big 12 honors at 
designated hitter in 2003. The 6-3, 220-pound 
junior batted .348 with 13 homers and 54 RBls, 
Ledbetter ranked third in the league in homers (13) 
and slugging percentage (.647), while belting a 
team-best 13 doubles. A preseason All-American, 
Ledbetter missed the fall alter shoulder surgery, but 
was 100 percent for the start of spring drills, 

Sullivan will combine with Ledbetter to give the 
Huskers a solid platoon at first base. The junior 

college transfer hit 316 with nine homers and 52 
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RBls at Seminole (Okla.) State last spring and gives 
NU much-needed power from the left side of the 
plate. Smith will add depth at the position behind 
Ledbetter and Sullivan. Smith was a first-team All- 
Nebraska honoree last spring al Omaha Westside, 
hitting 500 with seven homers and 47 RBs to lead 
Westside to a state title. 

Senior co-captain Jake Mullinax returns at second 
after hitting .320 with 21 RBIs and 30 runs scored 
in 48 contests. An honorable-mention All-Big 12 
selection, Mullinax was second on the team with 
a .470 on-base percentage and finished 2003 on 
a lear, batting .480 during the postseason. He was 
the Huskers’ best hitter in the fall, batting .422 with 
team bests in homers (six) and runs scored (20) in 
55 al-bals. According to the coaches, having a full 
year under his belt will help make Mullinax become 
one of the best infielders in the league this season. 

Simokaitis, the veteran of the infield with 103 
career Starts at shortstop, enjoyed a strong 2003 
campaign, hitting .293 with 39 RBIs en route to 
honorable-mention All-Big 12 honors. He led the 
team with 16 sacrifice bunts and ranked second 
with nine steals. While Simokaitis enjoyed a solid 
offensive year, the junior from St. Louis excels on 
defense, recording a school-record 194 assists and 
helping NU turn a Big I2-leading 70 double plays. 

Gordon enjoyed one of the best seasons by a 
Husker freshman in 2003, hitting .319 with seven 
homers and 48 RBIs to garner Collegiate Baseball 
Freshman All-America honors. The Lincoln 
Southeast product tied for the team lead with 13 
doubles and batted a team-best .416 with runners 
in scoring position. Gordon ranked among the 
team leaders in nearly every offensive category 
and has added 20 pounds over the summer. After 
a tremendous fall, Gordon could be a_ strong 
contender for conference honors. 

Vaughn will serve as the Huskers’ utility infielder, 
where he could see time at second, short or third. 
The freshman from Colorado Springs, Colo., 
earned honorable-mention all-state honors, batting 
492 with four homers, 17 RBIs and 31 runs scored 
in 2003. The 6-2, 195-pounder is a converted 


shortstop and gained valuable experience during 
the fall. Colin Shockey is another player who will 
add infield depth if injuries mount. 


Schedule 

The Huskers will be challenged by one of the 
most difficult slates in school history. With 10 foes 
ranked in the Collegiate Baseball preseason poll, 
the tests will come early and often. The Huskers 
travel to defending NCAA champion Rice and 
square off with Super Regional qualifiers Florida 
State and North Carolina in the first three weeks 
of the season. The Huskers will play their first 
12 games on the road before their home opener 
against Western Illinois on March 16, 

According to Anderson, the difficult schedule 
was designed with a purpose of preparing Nebraska 
for the rigors of the Big 12. 

“We made a conscious effort to challenge 
ourselves,” Anderson said. “There were some 
opportunities that came up late in the scheduling 
process that we didn’t want lo pass up. Our pre- 
conference schedule is one of the best in the 
country and probably the toughest in school history. 
If you go through the schedule, each weekend is 
going to be tough or us.” 

The Huskers open league play on March 
26 against Kansas, beginning a stretch of nine 
consecutive conference weekends. The Huskers 
travel to Kansas State, Missouri, Texas, Oklahoma 
State and Baylor, while hosting Kansas, Texas Tech, 
Texas A&M and Oklahoma in the friendly confines 
of Hawks Field. As usual, the Big 12, which had five 
teams qualify for regionals in 2003, will once again 
be loaded. NU was chosen third in the preseason 
poll behind Texas and Baylor. 

“Our first goal is to win the Big 12, and we realize 
it is tough, especially with the five road series this 
year,” Anderson said. “No team has won the league 
in the current format with only four home series, 
and our goal is to play well enough on the road to 
give us a chance to win the Big 12. If we can do that, 
we will be in a position to meet our other goals 
down the line.”

Second Season 
Northern Colorado (1990) 


A new era of Husker baseball was ushered in on June 21, 2002, when Mike 
Anderson was named the 23rd head coach in the program's history, When 
Anderson, who had served as an assistant in the Husker program for the 
previous eight seasons, stepped to the microphone for the first time as head 
coach, he made it clear that his student-athletes were his top priority. 

“This is about kids,” Anderson said when addressing the media for the first 
time as the Huskers’ head coach. "This is about the commitment to young men 
getting their education at the University of Nebraska, getting their education on 
the baseball field, and obviously winning baseball games.” 

Anderson made an immediate impression, guiding Nebraska lo a 47-18 
record in 2003. Aller being picked fourth in the preseason by the conference 
coaches and losing two-thirds of the squad's preseason pitching rotation to 
injury, the Huskers won the Big 12 regular-season title with a 20-7 record, 
clinching the title on the final day of the season. He became the second first- 
year Husker coach to lead NU to a conference title and the first since 1929, For 
his efforts, he was tabbed by his peers as the Big 12 Coach of the Year. 

First baseman Malt Hopper and pitcher Aaron Marsden joined Coach 
Anderson in sweeping the Big 12's major awards, as they were chosen as Player 
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Mike Anderson guided Nebraska to a 47-18 record and a Big 12 regular-season title in his 
—lirst season as head coach of the Husker program. 
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and Pitcher of the Year, respectively. Both Hopper and Marsden earned second- 
team All-America honors in the process. The duo was joined by designated 
hitter Curtis Ledbetter and pitcher Quinton Robertson as first-team All-Big 12 
selections. 

While the Huskers continued their successful run on the field, it was also 
a banner year in the classroom. Jeff Leise and Aaron Marsden were named 
CoSIDA First-Team Academic All-Americans, while Leise repeated as the 
Academic All-American of the Year in baseball, becoming only the second 
player in the award’s [6-year history to be selected as college baseball's top 
student-athlete in consecutive years. NU also led the league with six first-team 
academic All-Big 12 selections, while 20 of the 39 players on the roster finished 
the spring semester with GPAs of 3.0 or better. 

Commitment to student-athletes and commitment to teaching — these have 
been the hallmarks throughout Anderson's coaching tenure at NU. 

Since joining the staff in the fall of 1994, Anderson's teaching, has been 
evident, as he has coached a total of 14 first-team all-conference honorees, 
while 22 of his former players have signed pro contracts. 

His most famous protege is current Anaheim Angel All-Star Darin Erstad, 
who earned first-team All-America honors in 1995, when he was the first overall 
selection in the Major League Baseball First-Year Player Draft. 

Anderson also helped Ken Harvey develop into the nation’s best hitter in 
1999. Harvey led Division | with a .478 average, while belting 23 homers en 
route to first-team All-America honors. A finalist for the Rotary Smith and the 
Golden Spikes awards, Harvey was a fifth-round selection by the Kansas City 
Royals in 1999 and made his major league debut in September of 2001. The 
pipeline to the major leagues has continued with Anderson, as Todd Sears, a 
first-team All-Big 12 selection and third-team All-American in 1997 was called 
up by the Minnesota Twins in 2002. Jamal Strong became the most recent 
Husker major leaguer, as he joined the Seattle Mariners in 2003. Strong was 
a two-year starter for the Big Red in 1999 and 2000, helping the Huskers to 
consecutive NCAA appearances. 

Seven Huskers have been tabbed first-team All-Americans under Anderson's 
tutelage, while four players — Erstad (1995), Harvey (1999), Dan Johnson (2001) 
and Jed Morris (2002) — have been finalists for various national player-of-the- 
year awards. 

In 2003, Marsden, a third-round selection by Colorado, Leise, Hopper. 
pitcher Jason Burch and outfielder Drew Anderson were selected in the First- 
Year Player Draft, marking the fourth straight year that four or more players 
were selected. They join other Mike Anderson-coached Huskers Todd Sears, 
Jed Dalton, Pat Driscoll, Steve Fish, Brian Johnson, Mel Motley, Francis Collins, 
Bryan Schmidt, Matt Meyer, Justin Cowan, Jamal Strong, Adam Shabala, Adam 
Stern, John Cole, Dan Johnson and Jed Morris in the professional ranks. 

Belore he was named head coach, Anderson enjoyed a successful tenure as 
the Huskers’ hitting coach, as NU led the Big 12 in hitting in each of his final 
four seasons. 

In 2002, the Huskers led the Big !2 in seven offensive categories, including 
batting average (.315), hits (753) and runs scored (543). Individually, catcher 
Jed Morris and center fielder Jeff Leise were both first-team All-Americans, as 
Morris led the Big 12 in both homers (23) and RBIs (90), while Leise ranked 
among the conference leaders in nine offensive categories and tied NU's single- 
season hits record with 109. 

In 2001, Anderson coached a Husker offense that ranked in the lop-l0 
nationally in both team average (.334) and runs per game (9.20), while also 
finishing second nationally in total hits (787) and runs scored (607). NU led 
the Big 12 in II offensive categories, including batting average, runs scored, 
home runs (81), walks (364), stolen bases (124) and sacrifice flies (32). 
Anderson coached a trio of first-team All-Americans in outfielder John Cole. 
designated hitter Matt Hopper and first baseman Dan Johnson, a finalist for 
the Dick Howser Trophy as collegiate baseball's top player. Johnson and Hopper 
ranked second and third nationally in RBls, with 86 and 85 respectively, while 
Johnson was second nationally with 25 homers. 

Throughout his tenure, Anderson has annually guided Nebraska to prolific 
numbers. In 1995, the first season following his arrival, NU raised its batting 
average to .323, a 65-point increase over the previous season. Since then, the 
Huskers have averaged 513 runs scored, 66 home runs, 684 hits, 126 doubles 
and have had a batting average of .318. 


As the outfielders coach, Anderson has coached three All-Americans and 
seven all-conference selections, including Leise, who was a first-team All- 
American in 2002, while leading the Huskers to their second straight CWS 
appearance. 

Anderson's commitment to his student-athletes also extends to the 
classroom. Over the past nine years, the Huskers have placed 40 players on 
the first-team all-conference squad. Nebraska has had eight CoSIDA Academic 
All-Americans, including two in each of the past three seasons and I! first-team 
academic all-district selections in the past seven seasons. 

Before arriving in Lincoln in the fall of 1994, Anderson was the top assistant 
coach at the University of Northern Colorado in Greeley, Colo. He joined the 
Bears’ staff after four years as a head coach with the Northern Colorado Lab 
School. 

Along with his collegiate coaching experience, Anderson has worked as a 
camp instructor for Greg Riddoch’s Major League Baseball School and Tom 
Runnells’ Pro Clinics. Both Riddoch and Runnells managed in the major 
leagues. Anderson also spent two years as a scout for the Toronto Blue Jays. 

From 1983 through 1986, Anderson was an outfielder at Northern Colorado 
for College Hall of Fame Coach Tom Petroff, Anderson was an eighth- 
round pick by the California Angels, spending four seasons with the Angels 
organization. Anderson earned a bachelor’s degree in physical education from 
Northern Colorado in 1990. 

Anderson graduated from Eaton High School in Eaton, Colo., where he was 
a first-team All-Colorado shortstop for Coach Jim Danley. 

He and his wife Kim have four children: Kaleigh, Taylor, Madison and Andie. 
Taylor has served as the Huskers’ bat boy the past five seasons.

Q & Awith Coach Anderson 


Who are your biggest coaching influences? 

| have had a number of influences at various levels going all the way back 
to high school. Over the years, | have tried to take the best traits of each of 
these coaches, as well as the ones | played for in pro baseball, to create my own 
style. Learning, from Coach (Dave) Van Horn for five years was a very positive 
experience in many ways. Early on, the two | learned the most from were my 
high school coach Jim Danley, who was one of the best coaches in terms of 
relating to players, and Tom Petroll, who was my college coach at Northern 
Colorado, From him, 1 learned about baseball philosophy and teaching the 
game the proper way. 


What is your coaching philosophy? 

There are a lot of parts that go into a coaching philosophy. In terms of the 
program, | love the hitting aspect, but understand that pitching and defense 
wins championships. It is important for our staff to create a great environment 
for our pitching and defense, while at the same time, continuing to develop the 
best hitters we can. 

Our philosophy is to recruit student-athletes with great academic needs and 
talent. We always say that our success is based ‘upon not only recruiting great 
talent, but also developing thal talent when they come to Nebraska. We take 
a lot of pride in the development of our student-athletes, both on and off the 
field, to give them the best chance of being successful in whatever they choose, 
whether it is pro baseball or in the business world. 


Can you talk about the staff’s recruiting philosophy and what you 


look for in potential student-athletes? 

We have a three-tiered approach to recruiting, First, we want to look for 
players throughout the state — and that will always be our focus — then we 
look to the Midwest and then nationally. We feel the talent level in this state 
is very good and if you look at the makeup of our roster, we have tried to make 
recruiting, quality players from this state a priority. For kids around the state 
and the Midwest, there is something special about playing baseball for the 
University of Nebraska. 

As for what we look for in players, we look for players who meet our needs, 
both talent-wise and academically. It is two fold. You can’t be one or the other, 
We've been successful over the years because we recruited players who not 
only have talent, but also have the willingness to work hard and develop in our 
program. There are a lot of kids that feel as though they have reached their 
potential, but we want our players to come in with the expectation that if they 
come to NU, they will continue to develop, both as players and as people. 


What are your objectives for the Nebraska baseball program? 

Our whole objective is to create the best possible environment for developing, 
as student-athletes and putting them in a position to be successful following 
their time at Nebraska. On the field, our main goal is to annually contend for 
the Big |2 title, as well as put ourselves in contention for the NCAA Tournament 
and the College World Series. To have an opportunity lo be successful in the 
postseason, you need to do well in the conference, so that is an emphasis of 
ours. The Big [2 is annually one of the best, if nol the best baseball conference 
in the country, so if we are in contention for the league title, then we should 
have an opportunity to be successful in the postseason. We would like to 
contend for a national title, and that is a goal that every program, no matter 
what level, strives for. To do that, you need both a purpose and sometimes a 
little luck. In the conference, it’s not going to take luck — it takes hard work and 
going out and giving your complete effort every time we take the field. 


When you are recruiting a potential student-athlete, what are 
Nebraska’s selling points? 

| think Nebraska offers a lot to student-athletes. The first thing we tell players 
is that if they come to Nebraska, they will have the opportunity to work with 
the best support staff in the country. From our academic coordinators to our 
strength staff to medicine and nutrition, all of these aspects are included to help 
each person reach their potential and give them the best chance for success. 

Another major selling point is the Nebraska education, and that is a special 
thing in this region of the country. Once you graduate from the University 
of Nebraska, there are doors that open up to you, and that creates a great 
environment to succeed professionally. 

Some of the other things that make Nebraska such a strong sell is the chance 
to play in an outstanding facility in front of some of the most supportive fans 

sin college baseball and the chance to work with a coaching staff that nol only 
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knows about winning, but also cares about each individual. That helps us foster 
a great eam environment. They have an opportunity to play in front of fans who 
are supportive unlike any other program in the country. 


Can you talk about your staff's academic support system? 

Our coaching staff puts a strong emphasis on academics. We believe if you 
are good in the classroom and in the community, you will put yourself in a 
position to succeed on the field. We try to make that a priority for our kids. 
One of the main reasons thal we have been so successful is because of the 
discipline of the players in our program, and that carries over to other parts 
outside of baseball. With all the time demands that baseball has during the 
season, we get a lot of support from Dennis (Leblanc), Katie (Jewell) and the 
rest of the people who work in our academic program. 


Can you talk about the home-field advantage of Hawks Field? 

The thing we have learned over the past two years is that, while the facility 
is great, the fans are even better. The fans that fill this place are what makes iL 
a special environment, and that is something that carried over from when we 
played al Buck Beltzer. As coaches, this is a marvelous facility to play in and 
recruit to because it is one of, if not the finest college baseball stadium in the 
country. It also gives our fans a great environment to watch baseball because 
iL is such an intimate setting and they are close to the action. Playing here is a 
win-win for our program and our fans. 


What is your philosophy on non-conference scheduling? 

One of our primary goals is to be in the postseason each year, and to do that, 
you have to have a great strength of schedule and RPI. Being a northern school, 
we will annually travel south to get games in early so we are ready for the start of 
conference play. We also believe thal it is important to bring quality opponents 
to the state for games and that is something we will continue to do. 


Can you talk about the impact that the Tom and Nancy Osborne 
Athletic Complex will have on the Husker baseball program? 

The Osborne Complex will have a tremendous effect on our program when 
iL opens in lwo years. We are fortunate to have the facilities we have right now, 
which are already among, the best in the country, but the Osborne Athletic 
Complex will give our players the best combination of baseball facilities in the 
country. Currently, we use the North Fieldhouse and Cook Pavilion when we 
work out indoors. The new facility will allow us to have enough room to do both 
in the same place, giving our players a year-round indoor home. The facility will 
also include our strength and conditioning and medical facilities, allowing us 
to take advantage of all of their expertise, which can only be beneficial to our 
student-athletes in the long run. 
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Assoc. Head Coach 
Seventh Season 
Northwood (1990) 


Rob Childress begins his second season as Associate Head Coach alter 
being named to the post on June 21, 2002. He is in his seventh year as an 
assistant coach at Nebraska and has been a collegiate assistant coach for 13 
seasons, including the past nine years at the Division | level. He has spent the 
last six seasons at NU overseeing the pitching staff and the Husker recruiting 
efforts after serving with former Nebraska Head Coach Dave Van Horn at 
Northwestern (La.) State from 1995 to 1997. 

Since arriving on the Nebraska campus in January of 1998, Childress has 
molded the Husker pitching staff into one of the nation’s finest units. Husker 
pitchers have posted sub-4.50 ERAs in each of the past four seasons - including 
consecutive seasons under 4.00 - marking the first time since the mid-1980s 
that Husker hurlers have accomplished the feat. The pitching staff has also 
turned in the top five single-season strikeout totals in school history under 
Childress’ watch, including a school-record 503 strikeouts in 2001, while 
issuing fewer than three walks per game in each of the past four seasons. 

Under Childress’ tutelage, 1S Husker pitchers have been drafted or signed 
as free agents over the past six seasons, while only three of the selections were 
drafted before coming to Nebraska. The list is headlined by Shane Komine, the 
only two-time All-American in school history and a two-time Big 12 Pitcher of 
the Year. In fact, Childress has coached three of the past four Big, [2 Pitchers of 
the year (Komine 2000-01; Aaron Marsden, 2003), four first-team All-Big 12 
pitchers and five Freshman All-American hurlers over the past live seasons. 

In 2003, the Husker pitching, staff guided Nebraska to 47 wins and the 
school’s second Big 12 regular-season title in three years. The Huskers ranked 
second in the Big 12 and 29th nationally with a 3.79 ERA, while ranking first or 
second in the league in ERA, shutouts (five, first), saves (17, second), complete 
games (nine, second), walks per nine innings (2.57, first); runs allowed (291, 
first) and earned runs (242, second). 

Individually, Marsden was chosen as the Big 12's Pitcher of the Year and 
captured second-team All-America honors from the American Baseball 
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Aaron Marsden was a two-time All-Big 2 selection and was the Big 12 Pitcher of the Year 
in 2003, leading Nebraska to a Big 12 regular-season title. 


Associate Head Coach Rob Childress 


Coaches Association after going 8-3 with a 2.90 ERA, He was joined on the All- 
Big 12 first team by right-hander Quinton Robertson, who went 10-2 in his first 
year at NU. Freshman Tim Schoeninger was named a Freshman All-American by 
Collegiate Baseball going 4-2 with a team-high six saves. 

Marsden was selected in the third round by the Colorado Rockies - the 
highest Husker pitcher drafted since 1995 - while reliever Jason Burch was 
chosen by the St. Louis Cardinals in the 2Ist round after going 4-1 with five 
saves and a 2.89 ERA. 

Nebraska's pitching depth carried the Huskers to 47 wins and a second 
straight College World Series appearance in 2002. The Huskers finished second 
in the Big 12 and ISth nationally with a 3.66 team ERA, while ranking first or 
second in the league in four categories, including ERA, complete games (nine, 
first), shutouts (five, second) and opposing batting average (.250, second). 
Komine earned second-team All-America honors from Baseball America and 
the ABCA with a 10-0 record and a 2.33 ERA, while Marsden capped an 8- 
| campaign with first-team All-Big 12 and conference newcomer-of-the-year 
honors. Three Huskers, Komine, Marsden and Jamie Rodrigue, were selected 
as national pitchers of the week for their performances during the year, while 
Phil Shirek and Brian Duensing were tabbed to Collegiate Baseball's Freshman 
All-America team. 

Komine, a ninth-round selection by the Oakland Athletics, became one of 
only six pitchers in NCAA history to strike out 500 hitters and win 40 games. 
Reliever Waylon Byers was chosen in the 2Ist round by the Florida Marlins and 
|.D. Scholten was signed by the Canadian Baseball League. 

The Husker pitching staff was instrumental in leading NU to its first 
regular-season conference title in SI years in 2001.

round by the Houston Astros, and R.D. Spiehs was taken in the 33rd round by 
San Francisco. In addition, Komine was selected in the 19th round by St. Louis, 
bul he decided to return for his senior year. 

In 2000, the Huskers led the nation with a 3.14 ERA, the lowest total by an 
NU staff since 1984. It marked the first time in school history that Nebraska 
led the nation in any team category, The Huskers also topped the Big 12 in 
runs allowed, shutouts, walks and innings pitched. In addition to setting a 
then-school record with 484 strikeouts, NU hurlers issued just 167 walks, 
establishing a school record for fewest walks allowed per game (2.46), breaking 
a record that had stood for 35 years. Komine. a finalist for the Dick Howser 
Trophy, earned consensus first-team All-America honors by going Il-4 with 
a 2.24 ERA and a school-record 159 strikeouts. In addition to Komine, Jamie 
Rodrigue earned first-team Freshman All-America honors from Collegiate 
Baseball, while Trevor Bullock ranked eighth nationally with a 2.13 ERA. 

In 1999, the Huskers posted a 5.50 ERA, the lowest NU mark since 1994 at 
the time, and struck out a then-school-record 438 batters in 526.2 innings of 
action.

Off the field, Sawyers helped Nebraska recruit another class of newcomers 
that was ranked among the nation’s best according to Collegiate Baseball. The 
Husker program also enjoyed its finest year ever in the classroom. Jeff Leise, 
who was selected as the CoSIDA Academic All-American of the Year, and Aaron 
Marsden were both named first-team CoSIDA Academic All-Americans, while 
six players were first-team academic All-Big 12 selections. During the spring 
semester, 20 of 39 players carried 3.0 or better grade-point averages. 

During Sawyers’ tenure at Hutchinson Community College, the Dragons 
went a combined 87-30, reaching the postseason in both of his seasons as 
head coach.

In 2001, the program went 40-16 and won the Jayhawk West Sub-Regional. In 
2002, Hutchinson set a school record with 47 wins and was ranked as high as 
seventh nationally by the NJCAA. In all, 14 of his players earned all-conference 
recognition, including a first-team All-American, and two Dragons have been 
drafted, including Aaron Marsden, who transferred to Nebraska and earned 
first-team All-Big 12 and conference newcomer-of-the-year honors in 2002. 

Before joining the Dragon staff, Sawyers served as a volunteer assistant coach 
with the Huskers during the 2000 season, helping Nebraska to a school-record 
SI wins and the first NCAA Regional title in school history. Sawyers primarily 
worked with the catchers and hitters, as Justin Cowan was tabbed a third-team 
All-American and was a finalist for the Johnny Bench Award, presented to the 
nation’s outstanding collegiate catcher.

Harvey Perlman was named the 19th Chancellor of the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln on April 1, 2001. He had served as Interim Chancellor of the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln since July 16, 2000. 

A former dean of the University of Nebraska College of Law (1983-98), 
Perlman has also served as interim senior vice chancellor for academic alfairs 
at UNL (1995-96). 

Perlman, a Nebraska native, was raised in York, Neb., and earned a bachelor 
of arts in history and a juris doctorate from the University of Nebraska, During 
his law school years he was editor in chief of the Nebraska Law Review and was 
elected to the Order of the Coif. a law honors society. 

He joined the NU law faculty 
in 1967 after spending a year as 
a Bigelow Teaching Fellow at the 
University of Chicago Law School. 
He served on the Nebraska law 
faculty until 1974- when he joined 
the facully at the University of 
Virginia Law School, He returned 
to Nebraska in 1983 when he 
accepted the deanship of the 
Nebraska Law College, a post he 
held until 1998 when he returned 
to the professoriate. He has also 
servedas a visiting professor at the 
Florida State University College of 
Law, the Universily of Puget Sound 
School of Law and the University 
of lowa College of Law. 

His area of legal expertise lies in 
torts and intellectual property. He 
is amember of the Nebraska State 
and American Bar Associations. 
He is a member of the Council of 
the American Law Institute. He 
is a commissioner of the National Conference of Commissioners on Uniform 
Stale Laws. He is co-author of Intellectual Property and Unfair Competition 
(Sth edition, 1998) and co-reporter for the Restatement of Unfair Competition 
(1994). In February 2002, Perlman was named a Life Fellow of the American Bar 
Foundation. Fellow status denotes an individual who has demonstrated outstanding 
dedication to the welfare of his or her community and is committed to the highest 
principles of the legal profession. Only the top one-third of one percent of the 
legal profession is eligible for nomination as a Fellow. 

At the University of Nebraska, he was chair of the search advisory committee 
for chancellor in 1991 and currently chairs the Nebraska Bioethics Advisory Panel. 
He is also amember of the Nebraska State Fair Board and the Bow! Championship 
Series Presidential Oversight Committee. 

Perlman and his wife, Susan, an NU alumna, are the parents of two daughters. 
Anne, who earned degrees from UNL and the University of Nebraska Medical 
Center, practices medicine in Lincoln. Amie, who graduated from Nebraska in 
May 2002, attends law school al UNL. He and Susan enjoy the company of two 
grandchildren, Will and Ava.

Josephine (Jo) R. Potuto, the Richard H. Larson Professor of Constitutional Law, 
has been Nebraska's faculty representative to the NCAA and Big I2 Conference 
since May 15, 1997. 

Potuto was appointed in January 2003, to hold one of the Big !2 Conference's 
three seats on the NCAA Division | Management Council, the chief administrative 
and legislative body of Division I. She is in her fifth year as a member of the 
Division 1 Committee on Infractions (COI). The COI meets six times annually 
to conduct hearings, make findings of culpability and impose sanctions on 
institutions for violations of NCAA bylaws, Potuto also serves on a committee 
of the Division I-A Athletic Directors Association that reviews NCAA legislation 
and tracks the NCAA governance structure.

Potuto is an expert on issues related 
to gender equity in collegiate sports. With regard to other current issues in sports, 
Potuto is a past adviser to the Uniform Law Commissioners Committee to draft 
a sports agent statute, and she also dralted rules governing search and seizure 
and hearings for the Nebraska Racing Commission. 

At Nebraska, Potuto is an ex officio member of the academic senate’s 
intercollegiate athletics committee and of the subcommittee to evaluate academic 
support services. She was vice chairwoman of the rules governance committee of 
NU’s NCAA site certification committee, and she chairs the athletic department's 
NCAA Legislation Committee. 

Potulo was project director and a drafter of the Uniform Law Commissioners 
Sentencing and Corrections Act, as well as the drafter for the Nebraska Supreme 
Court Committee to Draft Criminal Jury Instructions. She is the author of three 
books and numerous articles, 

Potuto teaches constitutional, procedural and criminal law as well as a course 
in sports law. She joined the Nebraska law faculty as an assistant professor in 1974 
and was named to the Larson professorship in 1988. Potuto has been a visiting 
professor of law at the University of Arizona, Rulgers University, the Cardozo 
College of Law at New York's Yeshiva University, the University of Oregon, the 
University of North Carolina, and Seton Hall University, While on sabbatical 
during, the 1983-84 academic year, Potuto was an assistant prosecutor in the 
Essex County (Newark, N.],) prosecutor's office. She also spent five summers 
working in the prosecutor's office in Morris County, N.J. 

Potuto earned her bachelor’s degree in journalism al Rutgers’ Douglass College 
and her master’s degree in English literature at Seton Hall in 1971. She received 
her juris doctorate at the Rutgers Law College in 1974. She is a member of the 
bar of the U.S. Supreme Court, the U.S.Court of Appeals for the Third Circuit 
and the U.S. District Courts for Nebraska and New Jersey.

Tradition, Teamwork, Integrity. Those are the values Nebraskans have long 
adhered to, and those are the values that Athletic Director Steve Pederson, a 
native Nebraskan, has instilled in his staff. 

“Our athletic staff will work harder than anyone else in college athletics to 
achieve the high goals that we set,” Pederson said. “And every day our coaches, 
staff and student-athletes will operate with the three established Nebraska 
values in mind. We will strive for the success that our Tradition has established; 
we will maximize Teamwork on every level to establish our goals; and we will 
operate with utmost Integrity," 

Pederson has been sounding the rallying cry for fans and promoting his 
Huskers across the stale since Dec, 20, 2002, when Chancellor Harvey Perlman 
named Pederson as the University’s 12th athletic director and just the third 
since 1967. 

Perlman said Pederson and Nebraska were “a perfect match” and indeed 
they are. 

In just one year at the helm, Pederson streamlined the athletic staff and 
budget, and lowered ticket prices. He declared the 2003-04 season the “Year 
of the Fan,” and has made it clear that preserving Husker traditions and uniting 
Nebraska's fans with its programs are crucial elements to the success of the 
department. 

Pederson, 46, has hit the ground running and in addition to the summer 
Husker Nation Tour, where football coaches, players and staff blanketed the 
state in one day, Pederson has made many stops on his own. He has been 
embraced and welcomed home with open arms and has called Husker fans to 
action. 

“| make a pledge to you. With your united support behind this program, 1.7 
million and more playing, as one, those who want to take on the Huskers better 
bring their A games,” Pederson said. 

His first effort at uniting former Huskers resulted in the largest Husker 
football player reunion, when more than 800 letterwinners took part in weekend 
celebrations before the first football game. He created the Husker Nation Pavilion 
for football fans to enjoy a family-friendly fan-fest atmosphere before football 
games and also created the Husker Nation mark and theme. To make tickets 
more accessible to the average Husker fan, Pederson has made football single- 
game tickets available each week in an online pool. 

Pederson operates at a fast pace with a relentless dedication. A leader of drive 
and initiative, his goal is to plan for long-term success. In November, Pederson 
unveiled his new facility plan, the Tom and Nancy Osborne Athletic Complex, 
which will keep the Huskers al the forefront of all Division | programs. 

Pederson has not limited his attention to issues surrounding football. He has 
rolled up his sleeves and gone to work to make things better in each and every 
Husker venue lor fans and student-athletes. 

He hired Executive Associate Athletic Director Marc Boehm from Pittsburgh 
to integrate the Husker marketing, development, sponsorship, advertising and 
ticket operations and to focus on basketball, Together the athletic staff put 
together an aggressive marketing plan for basketball that includes a $99 season 
package for men’s hoops. In addition, a new seating area on the sideline gives 
Husker fans a front-row seat to view the action. 

He has lowered ticket prices and has addressed a wide variety of issues, such 
as fan amenities and necessities as well as game atmosphere. He has made a 
detailed list and is intent on crossing off every item. 

Pederson even pul the official team mascot on a training regimen. Herbie 
Husker went through summer conditioning and the new and improved, yet very 
familiar, Herbie made his debut for the football season opener. 

Although Pederson has been back home just one year, his stalf has already 
turned it up a notch, In the span of six weeks last spring, NU successfully hosted 
five NCAA events, including the 2003 NCAA Women’s Gymnastics National 
Championships, and baseball, softball and women’s golf regional, and the first- 
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ever ouldoor track and field regional. 

Nebraska's teams have responded to Pederson's energy and enthusiasm with 
great success. Thirteen of Nebraska's 23 varsity sports finished among the 
national top 25, including men’s and women's track and field, women’s golf, 
women’s gymnastics, baseball and softball during the spring semester. 

A firm believer in the philosophy that hard work pays off, Pederson was given 
his first chance at leading a Division | program when he was selected as athletic 
director at the University of Pittsburgh in 1996. A young and relatively unknown 
commodity, in just six years, Pederson put the Panthers back on the map. 

Pederson is credited with turning around the University of Pittsburgh athletic 
program and the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette dubbed Pittsburgh “Comeback U.” As 
a result of his hard work and contagious leadership style, Pederson was named 
the recipient of the 2002 General Robert R. Neyland Athletic Director Award, 
annually presented by the All-American Football Foundation for outstanding 
administrative achievement. 

In addition to establishing a contagious winning attitude, he helped construct 
several new facilities at Pittsburgh. Pederson helped shape the vision of the 
Petersen Events Center, a state-of-the-art convocation center that provided 
Pittsburgh with one of the finest college basketball arenas in the country as well 
as new recreational facilities for students. Because of Pederson’s efforts, the 
Panther football team was blessed with the Duratz Athletic Complex and UPMC 
Sports Performance Complex, a practice venue that opened in 2000. In 2001, 
the Panthers debuted Heinz Field, a new facility the football team shared with 
the Steelers. 

Additionally, Pederson oversaw a major renovation of Fitzgerald Field House,

giving Pittsburgh's Olympic sports programs updated locker and training facilities. 
Trees Field also underwent major upgrades to assist the Panthers’ baseball and 
softball programs and a new softball field made its debut in 2003. 

While Pittsburgh's athletic infrastructure grew stronger under Pederson, so 
too did his stall. During his tenure at Pittsburgh, Pederson hired Big East 
Coach-ol-the-Year honorees in football (Walt Harris) and men’s basketball (Ben 
Howland). 

Pederson said his philosophy is to surround himself with good people. 

“The thing | am most proud of is thal | hire great people and let them do their 
jobs. That is the only thing | would ever take credit for.” 

Harris led the football team to three straight bow! appearances, including two 
victories, while Howland led the men’s basketball team to back-to-back Sweet 16 
berths. With the dramatic turnaround, Howland was a consensus national coach 
of the year in 2001. Swimming and diving continued ils Big East dominance. 
Baseball won 36 games, the program's most victories in nearly a decade and 
other programs made strides up the competitive ladder. 

Pederson’s efforts always have the interests of the student-athletes in mind. 
He has implemented support programs aimed at a student-athlete’s academic, 
athletic, personal and professional development. At Nebraska, Pederson helped 
negotiate the first football contract with adidas in 1995 and in 2001, he negotiated 
a comprehensive apparel partnership for Pittsburgh with Aeropostale. 

Additionally, Pederson knows what it takes lo be successful in the competitive 
athletic marketing realm. At Pittsburgh, he enlisted the talents of Peter Moore, 
one of the world’s top figures in sports marketing and image, to create the 
Pittsburgh Panther logo and color schemes. He is also responsible for creating, 
the Husker Nation logo and theme to commemorate the Year of the Fan. 

If it seems that Pederson has a passion for the Huskers, he does. In fact, 
although Pederson lived outside the state for 13 years while gaining valuable 
experience at three major Division | institutions, Pederson said his love of 
Nebraska has never wavered. 

“There are a few very special places in the world of college athletics. The 
University of Nebraska is at the top of that list. Nebraskans want and expect to 
be the very best.” 

Pederson and his wife Tami, both earned degrees from the University of 
Nebraska. Steve earned his bachelor's degree in business administration in 1980 
and began his career al Nebraska, first as a sports information assistant (1980-81) 
and then as football recruiting coordinator (1982 to 1286). He later returned as 
the associate athletic director for football operations (1994 to 1996). 

As the Husker Associate A.D. for football, Pederson oversaw the refurbishment 
of the football administrative offices, and construction of a new halflime meeting 
room, postgame interview room and players and coaches locker rooms. He 
reorganized the program’s administrative wing and played a definitive role in 
Nebraska's three national championships in the 1990s (1994, 1995 and 1997) 
under Head Coach Tom Osborne. 

Pederson left the state of Nebraska in 1988 to serve as Ohio State's recruiting 
coordinator until 1991, then moved on to the University of Tennessee to devote 
three years as the athletic administrator for football from 1991 to 1994. 

In his three seasons at Tennessee, the Volunteers’ recruiting classes were 
regarded among the nation’s top three nationally by several publications, and 
the 1994 class was tabbed as the best in the country by several publications. 
He was promoted from recruiting coordinator to assistant athletic director for 
recruiting in 1992, and then was elevated to associate athletic director for football 
operations in the spring of 1993. 

Pederson has been active on several committees. He is currently a member 
of the National Football Foundation and College Hall of Fame District Screening 
Committee, While at Pittsburgh, he served as the chairman of the Big East 
Conference Executive Committee and additionally served as the Big East 
representative to the NCAA‘s Football Issues Committee. 

A native of North Platte, Neb., Pederson has experience in the non-athletic 
business sector, spending one year as Ak-Sar-Ben’s Public Relations Director 
(1981-82), and two years in private business in Nebraska (1986 to 1988), before 
returning to college football in 1988 at Ohio State. 

Pederson and his. wife Tami Osborne Pederson have three children: Mark 
(20), Kari (18) and Kristin (14). Tami earned a bachelor’s of music education 
degree and a master's of music degree [rom the University of Nebraska. She is 
a violinist with the Lincoln Symphony Orchestra and teaches violin al Nebraska 
Wesleyan University. She has performed with professional orchestras and string 
quartets in Nebraska, Ohio, Tennessee and Pennsylvania and has taught at Capital 
University and the University of Tennessee. She was the founder and director of 
the Fox Chapel Suzuki Violinists.

Mare Boehm is in his first year with the Huskers after being hired in May 
to serve as Executive Associate Athletic Director. Boehm serves as the top 
assistant to the athletic director and fulfills the director's responsibilities in 
his absence. 

Boehm has administrative oversight of the Husker men’s and women's 
basketball programs and directs the efforts of the development, licensing and 
ticket offices. He also provides guidance lo HuskerVision and NU's internet 
presence, Huskers.com, and assists the athletic director on special projects. 

The 41-year old Boehm held the same position under Steve Pederson at 
Pittsburgh from 1997 to 2003. With the Panthers, Boehm helped assist in the 
rise of the basketball program, with the men's team posting back-to-back Sweel 
16 appearances in the NCAA Tournament. 

Boehm also played a central role in the development of the Panthers’ new 
athletic facilities. He was a principal planner for the football team’s move into 
the UPMC Sports Performance Complex and Heinz Field, and played a key role 
in various aspects of the Petersen Events Center, the university's new basketball 
arena. 

Boehm served as interim athletic director at Pittsburgh for nearly five months 
before coming to Nebraska. During that lime, he hired new men's and women's 
basketball and soccer head coaches for the Panther program. 

Boehm spent five years as associate executive director of the Tostitos 
Fiesta Bowl, where he was instrumental in building community and marketing 
programs. He helped pioneer the Fiesta Bowl’s move into what eventually 
evolved into the Bowl Championship Series and worked with the collegiate 
community in the operation of the game and its 40 other community events. In 
addition, Boehm directed and managed a 125-member fund-raising committee 
of Arizona business leaders that was responsible for generaling more than $4.5 
million in cash and in-kind partnerships. 

Before joining the Tostitos Fiesta Bow! staff, Boehm spent four years as 
associate executive director and public relations director of the Sun Bow! from 
1987 to 1991. He went to the Sur Bow! after one year as a sports information 
intern at the University of Florida. 

Born in Grand Island, Boehm earned his bachelor's degree in communications 
from Kansas State University in 1984 and added a master's degree in sports 
management from St. Thomas (Fla.) University in 1985. Married to Janelle

2004 Outlook 

As Pitching Coach Rob Childress replaces a pair of experienced relievers in 
Steve Hale and Jason Burch, the return of Jeremy Becker provides the Huskers 
with a veteran presence in the bullpen. The junior from Scottsbluff. Neb., has 
made 34 relief appearances over the last two seasons, the most of any member 
of the Husker bullpen. Once again, Becker will be called on in late-inning 
situations, a role that suits the 5-I1, 215-pound junior, Last season, Becker was 
a major reason the Huskers ranked third in the Big 12 with a school-record 17 
saves. The southpaw posted a team-high four holds and allowed only four of 17 
inherited runners to score, including one over his final 14 appearances. 

During the fall. Becker helped the Red team lo a series win in the Red/White 
Series, allowing one run on five hits in three appearances. Becker also saw 
action against the Ontario Bluejays, striking out three in two scoreless innings. 

“Jeremy has been a very valuable asset on our stalf the past two years.” 
Childress said. “He has great work habits and that rubs off on the other 
members of the staff. He knows how to pitch, and is someone we will call 
on in late-game situations because he throws strikes and can shut down the 
opponent's running game.” 

A walk-on who attends Nebraska on an academic scholarship, Becker excels 
in the classroom, carrying a 3.685 GPA in agricultural engineering. A seven- 
time member of the Big 12 Commissioner's Honor Roll, he will contend for 
academic All-Big 12 and CoSIDA Academic All-America honors this spring.

outing of the year, Becker did not allow a run in his next five appearances, 
spanning, nearly two months. He lurned in one of his best efforts against 
Western Illinois on April 1, matching his career high with three strikeouts in two 
shutout innings. Becker closed the regular season on a high note, nol allowing 
a run in his final four appearances, highlighted by two innings of one-hit relief 
against Oklahoma State on May 12. 

Becker made three appearances in the postseason, allowing four runs on 
three hits in 2.1 innings. His best effort came against Baylor in the Big 12 
Tournament, where he struck out both batters he faced in NU's elimination loss 
to the Bears. 


2002 - Redshirt Freshman 

One of the unsung heroes in NU's run lo the CWS, Becker went 2-2 with 
three saves and a 5.94 ERA in [9 appearances. He tied for the team lead in saves, 
while his 19 outings ranked third on the team, a fact made more impressive 
considering that he did not pitch in NU’s first 17 contests. Becker saw most 
of his work facing left-handers in late-game situations, holding them to a .167 
average. Becker went 0-1 in seven conference games. but recorded three saves 
against Big 12 foes, a total which placed him fourth in the league. 

He showed his durability out of the bullpen in one 10-day stretch, appearing 
in six straight contests, He earned his first two saves, throwing a perfect ninth at 
Missouri on April 13, and recording the final three outs at No. 15 Oklahoma State 
on April 19. Becker turned in his finest outing of the year against Creighton on 
April 16, when he battled adverse weather conditions while striking out three 
Bluejays in 1.2 shutout innings. Becker, whose other win came against Cal Poly, 
picked up his third save with 1.2 scoreless innings against Kansas on April 28. 
Although he did not appear in either the Regional or Super Regional, Becker 
saw action in both of the Huskers’ CWS contests, taking the loss against South 
Carolina. In that appearance, he allowed a two-run ninth-inning homer in a 
10-8 setback.

Becker redshirted in 2001. 


Before Nebraska 

While his schoo} did not sponsor baseball, Becker was a two-way performer in 
American Legion baseball for Coach Mark Moran. On the mound, Becker went 
9-3 with a 3.75 ERA. as he struck out 128 batters in 81.2 innings. Offensively, he 
hit .435 with five homers and 49 RBs, while scoring 60 runs. Becker earned five 
varsity letters, including three in football, where he was an honorable-mention 
all-state selection, and was the Scottsbluff High School Athlete of the Year 
in 2000. The valedictorian of his graduating class and an academic all-state 
honoree, Becker carried a 4.0 GPA throughout high school.

2004 Outlook 


The intensity that outfielder Daniel Bruce carries every day on the diamond 
makes the hard-charging junior one of the Huskers’ most valuable performers. 
One of three third-year starters in the 2004 lineup, Bruce is looking forward 
to a consistent 2004 campaign. While Bruce finished the season with a .311 
average in 61 games, the 6-0, 190-pound outfielder heated up as the spring 
progressed, hitting .396 over his last 26 contests. During the NCAA Lincoln 
Regional, Bruce captured a spot on the all-tournament team, hitting .375 with 
three homers, six RBIs and seven runs scored. 

Bruce continued his stellar play over the summer playing for the Santa 
Barbara Foresters, helping the team to a runner-up finish at the National 
Baseball Congress World Series in Wichita. He batted .291 with two homers, 
23 RBIs and I3 stolen bases in 44 games en route to team MVP honors and was 
an all-league selection. At the NBC World Series, Bruce led Santa Barbara with 
nine RBls, as the team fell to Chinese Taipei, 5-0, in the championship. 

A Freshman All-American by Collegiate Baseball two years ago, Bruce broke 
a bone in his right hand during the final week of drills, forcing him to miss the

entire Red/White Series, but was at 100 percent when practice began in January. 
Before his injury, the junior had seen time both in right and center field, where 
he backed up All-American Jeff Leise last spring. Bruce's versatility makes him 
a valuable asset to Head Coach Mike Anderson. 

“Daniel was one of our best players down the stretch last season and 
followed it up with a great summer in California,” Anderson said. “He gives us a 
lot of flexibility because he can play any of the three outfield positions. As our 
most experienced outfielder, we are looking at Daniel as one of our leaders out 
there, and we think he will have a tremendous junior season.” 

Bruce shows the same intensity in the classroom and will contend for CoSIDA 
Academic All-America honors this spring, carrying a 3.872 GPA in English. 


2003 - Sophomore 

Bruce struggled at times during the 2003 campaign, but was one of the sparks 
down the stretch, as the Huskers claimed their second Big 12 title in three years. 
The outfielder batted .311 with six homers and 33 RBls in 61 games, including, 
44 starts. He was second on the team with 14 hit-by-pitches, third with eight 
stolen bases and fourth with a .415 on-base percentage. Bruce, who has been 
hit a school-record 42 times in his first two seasons at NU, also proved to be 
a tough hitter with runners in scoring position, batting .400, nearly 100 points 
over his season average. The sophomore also proved to be one of the Big |2’s 
best defensive outfielders, leading the Huskers with six outfield assists, while 
committing four errors in 125 total chances. 

Bruce was hitting just .20S on April 20, but caught fire over the last six 
weeks of the year. He raised his average over 100 points, hitting .396 over his 
last 26 contests, including 11 multi-hit games in that stretch. He turned in his

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first career four-hit game and stole two bases in a 9-5 win against Creighton at 
Rosenblatt Stadium on May 13. Although he hit just .239 in Big 2 play, Bruce 
hit .353 (12-for-34) in his final 10 conference tilts. Bruce enjoyed his best series 
of the regular season at Kansas, going 4-for-I2 while tying his career high with 
four RBls in a 16-7 victory over the Jayhawks in the opener on April 4. 

He carried a season-long IIl-game hitting streak into the postseason before it 
was snapped in NU's elimination loss to Baylor in Oklahoma City. Bruce then 
closed the season on a high note. going 6-for-I6 with three homers, six RBIs, 
four hit by pitches, five walks and seven runs scored during the NCAA Regional, 
earning a spot on the all-tournament team. 


2002 - Freshman 

Bruce proved to be one of the Big 12's top freshmen in 2002. The outfielder 
from Omaha earned honorable-mention Freshman All-America honors from 
Collegiate Baseball after batting .299 with five homers and 41 RBls. Bruce, 
who appeared in 59 contests and made 46 starts, found a hole in the No. 2 
spot in the lineup, ranking among the team leaders, including runs scored (53, 
third), doubles (17, fourth), RBIs (41. fifth), on-base percentage (419, fifth) and 
slugging percentage (481, fifth). He also made a lasting mark in the Husker 
record books, as he was plunked a school-record 28 times — the sixth-highest 
total in NCAA history - and shattered Corey Miller's school record of 24 set 
in 1996. 

The Omaha product made an instant impression, recording a season-long 
ll-game hitting streak, earning a spot in the everyday lineup in early March. He 
showed a knack not only for moving baserunners with seven sacrifice bunts, but 
also showed surprising pop at the top of the lineup with his five round trippers 
and 17 doubles. Bruce also showed that he could produce in the clutch, batting 
357 (5-for-14) with a homer and 14 RBls in bases loaded situations. He had a 
grand slam al Fresno State on March |, and batted over .300 with runners in 
scoring position. Bruce recorded 14 multi-hit games, including three-hit efforts 
at Minnesota on March 19, and against Texas Tech on March 23, where he 
scored three runs in an 8-3 win over No. 22 Texas Tech. He enjoyed his best 
series against No. 13 Texas A&M, where he batted .571 (4-for-7) with five runs 
scored and an on-base percentage of .750 in the three-game sweep. In all, he 
batted .272 with two homers, 14 RBIs and 20 runs scored in 24 Big !2 contests, 
including 21 starts. 

During the postseason, Bruce batted .310 (9-for-29) with a homer, five RBIs 
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and eight runs scored. He tied a career high with three hits in the decisive Super 
Regional win over Richmond, helping NU back to the College World Series. 
The freshman capped his 2002 season by going 3-for-9 at the CWS, getting two 
hits, including an RBI double, against Clemson, and belting a two-run homer 
against South Carolina. 


Before Nebraska 

Bruce enjoyed a heralded prep career for coach Frank Ryan at Millard West 
High School. A three-time first-team all-state outfielder by both the Omaha 
World-Herald and Lincoln Journal Star, Bruce lived up to his billing as a 
preseason All-American by Collegiate Baseball, leading Millard West to a state 
runner-up finish and a national ranking by USA Today in 2001. He batted .448, 
led the state with 48 RBls and also ranked among the state's leaders in doubles 
(IS, second), triples (six. second), runs scored (48, fourth) and steals (18, 
fourth). Bruce showed prolific power as a junior, setting a state single-season 
record with 27 homers (including high school and Legion ball) while driving in 
112 runs. In 2000, Bruce batted .417 with six homers and 39 RBIs in the spring, 
before belting 21 home runs and knocking in 77 runs, while batting .422 in 
Legion ball. He also starred in both football and basketball at Millard West, 
helping the Wildcats to a state semifinals appearance in 2000 while earning 
second-team All-Nebraska honors at receiver. He was a finalist for state high 
school athlete-of-the-year honors by both the World-Herald and the Journal 
Star. Bruce, who graduated in the top 10 percent of his class, was tabbed by 
B'nai B'rith as the top scholar-athlete in the Omaha area in 2001. He selected 
Nebraska over Texas, Minnesota and Nebraska-Omaha.

2004 Outlook 


One of the questions swirling around the Husker program during the fall 
was the health of pitcher Brian Duensing (pronounced DONE-zing), as the 
southpaw looked to return from an elbow injury. Duensing had emerged as the 
ace of the Husker staff before suffering the injury in a Start against Wisconsin- 
Milwaukee on March 7. Before the injury, Duensing won his first three starts, 
capped by a complete-game shutout against seventh-ranked Wake Forest al the 
Dairy Queen Classic. While the injury ended a promising season, Duensing 
diligently began a rehab program in late spring and has made great progress, 
according to Pitching Coach Rob Childress. 

"Brian was our best pitcher when he got hurt, and was on his way to a 
breakout season,” Childress said. “He has been throwing in the bullpen since 
mid-November, and we have been very encouraged with his progress. We're not 
going to rush him back and will keep him ona pitch count early on. Our goal is 
to have him close to 100 percent for the start of the conference schedule.” 


2003 - Sophomore (Medical Redshirt) 

Duensing was enjoying a spectacular campaign until he sulfered a season- 
ending elbow injury against UW-Milwaukee on March 7. The injury did not 
require surgery, bul lorced him to take a medical redshirt. He finished with a 
3-0 record and a 2.42 ERA in Jour appearances, striking out 24 - to only four 
walks - while holding opponents to a .179 average. 

Duensing opened 2003 on a strong note, taking a no-hitter into the sixth 
inning against UT-Pan American and allowing two hits in a 9-2 victory. Against 
Louisiana Tech on Feb. 22, he allowed only two hits in six innings while 
matching a career high with eight strikeouts. Duensing turned in a masterful 
performance against No. 7 Wake Forest, tossing a complete-game shutout in 
a 6-0 Husker win lo earn Big 12 Pilcher-of-the-Week honors. He also eclipsed 
his career high with nine strikeouts to earn a place on the Dairy Queen Classic 
All-Tournament team. He lasted just 1.2 innings against UW-Milwaukee before 
leaving the game with the injury. 


2002 - Freshman 

Duensing proved to be one of the Big {2's top freshmen, compiling a 6-2 
record with a 4.73 ERA in 78 innings. He finished with a 2.4-to-I strikeout 
to-walk ratio (60-25), while holding opponents to a .270 average in 18 
appearances, including |2 starts, 

The southpaw was dazzling, in his first start against Minnesota on March 19, 
taking a shutout into the eighth Inning before tiring, allowing three runs on five

hits against the Golden Gophers to suffer the loss. The performance earned him 
the role of NU's No. 4 starter. He earned his first win against UW-Milwaukee 
on March 27, scattering four hits and striking out six in a one-run effort. The 
decision began a string of six consecutive wins, a streak that went into the Super 
Regional. His emergence became essential when All-American Shane Komine 
went down with an elbow injury. During Komine’s absence, Duensing stepped 
into the weekend rotation, going 2-0 with a 4.56 ERA in four Big 12 starts. At 
No. 15 Oklahoma State on April 21, the left-hander turned in one of his best 
outings of the year. He allowed one run while striking out eight Cowboys in six 
innings ina 10-3 NU win, clinching the Huskers’ first series win at OSU since 
1970. He followed with an exceptional performance against Kansas, hurling, 
7.1 innings of one-run ball, scattering live hils to pick up the win. In his final 
conference start, he took a no-decision al No. 5 Texas, allowing three runs on 
seven hits, as NU clinched second in the Big 12 with a 7-5 win in Austin. 

Alter starting the Big I2 title game against the Longhorns, allowing four runs 
in three innings in another no-decision, Duensing proved to be one of NU's 
stalwarts in the postseason. He was dominant against UW-Milwaukee jn the 
regional, coming out of the bullpen in relief of Aaron Marsden to throw 6.2 
scoreless innings and earn the relief win. For his performance, he was one of two 
Husker pitchers chosen to the all-regional team. The freshman nearly repeated 
the feat against Richmond in game two of the Super Regional. Duensing came 
out of the bullpen in the fourth and held the Spiders scoreless until the ninth, 
when he allowed a single and intentionally walked the next two hitters to set up a 
force play, as Richmond won the game in the bottom of the ninth. The three runs 
he allowed snapped a streak of II.2 scoreless innings during the postseason and 
ended a personal six-game winning streak. Al the CWS against South Carolina, 
Duensing started against the Gamecocks, allowing four runs on six hits in a no- 
decision to the national runner-up. 


Before Nebraska 

A two-time all-state selection, Duensing starred for Coach Trevor Longe at 
Millard South High School in Omaha. As a senior, Duensing garnered second- 
team All-Nebraska honors from the Omaha World-Herald, batting .429 and 
compiling a 2-2 record with a 3.78 ERA. He was chosen as a first-team All- 
Metro and all-division selection as a utility player. He also earned second-team 
All-Nebraska honors as a junior, batting .434 with 15 stolen bases and 31 runs 
scored. Playing American Legion ball in 2000 and 2001, he was a combined 
(6-3 with 141 strikeouts after a 9-1 mark with three saves and a miniscule 0.74 
ERA as a senior. He posted four shutouts and was among the state leaders with 
67 strikeouts, while also leading the state with a 522 average. Duensing is a 
three-year member of the honor roll and graduated with a 3.6 GPA. He chose 
Nebraska over Creighton.

2004 Outlook 

For senior outfielder Brandon Fusilier (pronounced FEWSH-a-leer), 2003 
was a learning experience. Despite playing with injuries that eventually required 
off-season surgery, Fusilier was one of the Huskers’ top power threats, hitting 
.289 with six homers and 41 RBls in his first year at Nebraska. 

Fusilier, who was hitting above .300 until the final two weeks of the season, 
was one of NU's best hitters in the clutch, hitting .359 with runners in scoring 
position. He provided two of Nebrasaka’s biggest walk-off wins with a two-run 
triple against Oklahoma State on May II, and a game-winning double against 
Missouri on April 13. 

Fusilier, who was scheduled to play in Alaska over the summer, rested and 
had shoulder surgery in September. He missed all of the fall while rehabbing, 
but the coaching stall is optimistic that Fusilier will be healthy for the start 
of the year. If healthy, Fusilier will battle with junior Jesse Boyer for playing, 
lime in left field or could serve as the Huskers’ designated hitter. No matter 
Fusilier's position, Head Coach Mike Anderson said that Fusilier could be a very 
productive hitter in the heart of the order. 

“Brandon did a lot of good things offensively last year, and would be someone 
who would hit in the middle of the lineup for us,” Anderson said. “Our biggest 
concern right now is getting his shoulder back to where il needs to be. If he is 
healthy, he will lind a way into the lineup.” 


2003 - Junior 


Fusilier played an integral part of the Huskers’ fortunes in 2003, hitting 
.289 with six homers and 41 RBIs in 48 contests. The junior college transfer 
made 43 starts, including 31 in left field, while also making starts in right field 
and at designated hitter, Despite missing part of the season with injuries, he 
ranked among team leaders in RBIs (41, fourth) and doubles (12, third). Fusilier 
was one of the team’s best clutch hitters, batting .359 with runners in scoring 
position, while ranking third on the team with Il multi-RBI contests, and 
seventh with 14 multi-hit games. He was also 3-for-S in pinch-hitting situations, 
including a walk-off two-run triple against Oklahoma State. 

Fusilier jumped out of the gate quickly, driving in 21 runs in his first Il games, 
including career-high four RBI performances against California (Feb. 16) and 
at Louisiana Tech (Feb. 23). He was awarded the Silver Stick, signifying the 
tournament's top hitter, at the Dairy Queen Baseball Classic in Minneapolis. 
He batted .500 (7-for-14) in the tournament with four doubles, six RBIs and 
three runs scored, and had three hits and three RBIs in a 6-0 win over No. 7 
Wake Forest on March |. Fusilier hit .254 with a pair of homers and [4 RBIs 
in 21 conference games and enjoyed his best conference series in NU's three- 
game sweep of Kansas State, going 4-for-I2 with a homer, seven RBls and five 


runs scored. The junior also enjoyed success coming olf the bench, as two of

his three pinch hits were game-winners, including an RBI double aesitet Cal 
Poly on March 26, and a ninth: -inning two-run Lriple against Oklahoma State on 
May II. Fusilier was slowed by a sore wrist in the final month of the season, and 
saw his average drop under .300 in the final two weeks of the season. He went 
hitless in six at-bats at the Big 12 Tournament and was I-for-6 in the NCAA 
Regional.

Fusilier was a two-time first-team All-Texas Eastern Athletic Conference 
honoree playing for Coach Skip Johnson at Navarro College. A lwo-year 
starter in the outfield for the Bulldogs, Fusilier was selected as the TEAC Most 
Valuable Player in 2002, batting .422 with 13 homers and 56 RBIs.

2004 Outlook 


Alter one of best freshman seasons in school history, third baseman Alex 
Gordon comes into the 2004 season looking to put himself among the Big 
12's elite players, The Lincoln native turned in an impressive initial campaign 
as a Husker in 2003, batting .319 with seven homers and 48 RBIs lo garner 
Freshman All-America honors from Collegiate Baseball. 

Gordon then followed up with an excellent summer in Beatrice lor Coach 
Bob Steinkamp and the Bruins. Gordon led Beatrice to a 28-10 record, as he 
batted 348, while leading the Bruins in homers (eight), RBIs (38) runs scored 
(33) and walks (19). Gordon, who has gained 20 pounds of muscle since last 
season, enters 2004 on a mission to become one of the lop players in the 
league, something thal comes as no surprise to Head Coach Mike Anderson. 

“L think Alex has made the commitment and the drive to himself to make 
himself a better player,” Anderson said. “After a year like he had, it would have 
been easy to rest on his laurels, but that is not the type of person that Alex is. 
He really worked hard in the offseason and that is evident in the way he played 
during the fall. We already consider him one of our leaders, and | see him being 
one of the premier players in the Big 12 this season.” 


2003 - Freshman 


Gordon proved to be one of the Big 12’s top freshmen in helping the Huskers 
win their second league title in three years. He finished his initial campaign with 
a .319 average, seven homers and 48 RBls in 62 games. Gordon made 58 starts, 
including 57 starts at the hot corner. He tied for the team lead with 13 doubles 
while also ranking among the team leaders in walks (29, second), homers 
(third), RBIs (third) hits (69, fourth) and runs scored (45, fourth). He reached 
safely in 56 of his 61 contests, including a season-long 12-game hitting streak. 
Gordon recorded 19 multiple-hit games, including a trio of three-hit efforts. A 
Freshman All-American by Collegiate Baseball and the Waco Tribune's Big 12 
Freshman of the Year, Gordon was at his best in the clutch, leading the Huskers

in hitting with runners In scoring position (.416) and with two outs (354), while 
ranking second on the squad with 22 RBls with two outs. Gordon, who was third 
on the squad with a .426 on-base percentage. showed patience al the plate, 
drawing 29 walks while striking out 34 times in 216 at-bats. 

Gordon started all 27 Big 12 games, hitting .299 with four homers and 24 
RBls in Big 12 play. Three of his four homers in Big 12 play tied games or gave 
the Huskers the lead for good, including a ninth-inning blast against Missouri 
thal sent the game into extra innings, a game NU eventually won I-9 in 10 
innings. Gordon's best series came at Kansas, when he went 5-for-l0 with a 
homer, six RBIs and five runs scored. He sparked the Huskers to the win in 
the series finale over the Jayhawks with his first-inning grand slam on April 5. 
Gordon's patience at the plate showed in NU’s Big 12 clinching win, drawing 
a bases-loaded walk to break a 6-all tie in the Huskers’ 7-6 victory over Baylor 
on May 18. 

He was the lone Husker selected to the Big 12 all-tournament leam, going 9- 
for-20 with a homer and nine RBIs in four contests. He tied career highs in both 
hits (three) and RBIs (four) in NU's second-round win over Baylor, including 
a decisive three-run triple. He tied the game against Baylor with a two-run 
homer in the winner's bracket finals, a contest that eventually went 4 innings. 
Gordon went 6-for-22 at the NCAA Regional, highlighted by a two-hit, three- 
run performance in an climination-game victory over Eastern Michigan on May 
31. He saw his nine-game hitting streak snapped in the Huskers’ season-ending 
loss to Southwest Missouri State. 


Before Nebraska 

Gordon starred for Coach Randy Brolhorst at Lincoln Southeast High 
School. A three-time all-state selection by both the Omaha World-Herald and 
Lincoln Journal Star, Gordon batted ,483 with 25 homers and 112 RBIs during 
his high school career and was named one of the nation’s top 100 high school 
players by Baseball America. As a senior, he was tabbed the Gatorade Nebraska 
Player of the Year alter finishing second in the state with a .SOO average and 31 
RBIs. Gordon topped the state in hitting (597), doubles (17) and homers (10) 
in 2001, while also ranking among the state leaders in hits (46), runs scored 
(39) and RBIs (30), as Southeast qualified for the state tournament. 

Gordon was one of the state's premier football players, earning first-team 
All-Nebraska honors as a defensive back in 2001. He led the stale with seven 
interceptions, while averaging 20 yards per catch and 35 yards on kickoll 
returns. For his efforts in both sports, he was named the Omaha World-Herald’s 
High School Athlete of the Year in 2001, becoming the only junior in the 52 
years of the award program to earn the prestigious honor. 

Gordon, who selected Nebraska over Baylor and Tennessee, comes from 
a family rich in baseball tradition. Both his father (Mike, Nebraska) and 
older brother (Eric, Nebraska-Omaha) played collegiate baseball, while his 
grandfather (Charlie) was the longtime coach at Lincoln Southeast.

2004 Outlook 

One of the main reasons for optimism for Nebraska Head Coach Mike 
Anderson is the return of a healthy John Grose (pronounced GROSS) to the 
lineup. After a sophomore season in which he hit .384 with 38 RBIs in 44 
games, the senior from Henderson, Nev., battled through the 2003 season with 
a sore elbow that limited the co-captain’s effectiveness at the plate and more 
importantly in the field. 

“Not having Johnny fully healthy took us out of sync last season,” Anderson 
said. “With him out of our lineup, we had to juggle some things in our lineup 
and it showed offensively for us.” 

After resting his elbow during the summer, Assistant Coach Andy Sawyers 
worked on improving Grose’s throwing mechanics throughout the fall. The 
changes have made a world of difference for the senior, and Grose went through 
the fall pain free. Grose showed a healthy stick during the fall, batting .305 with 
five homers and a team-best 26 RBIs in just 59 at-bats. His 26 RBIs during the 
fall were more than his entire 2003 total. 

“The adjustments that Coach Sawyers made have been very positive,” 
Anderson said. “Johnny is throwing pain free and is looking forward to a healthy 
2004 season.” 

Anderson said that Grose, a two-year captain and starter behind the plate, 
gives the team great leadership and plays with intensity every time he steps 
on the diamond. Grose excels in blocking pitches and has a quick release to 
throw out would-be base stealers. His defensive effort earned praise from South 
Carolina Coach Ray Tanner during the 2002 College World Series. 

“You have to stop and think about the job Grose did behind the plate.” Tanner 
said following the Gamecocks’ win over NU in the CWS. “I have never seen a 
catcher handle so many difficult pitches as he did today. It was a tremendous 
defensive performance.” 


2003 - Junior 

Injuries took their toll on Grose, who battled most of the season with an 
elbow injury. The junior appeared in 45 contests and batted .302 with four 
homers and 22 RBIs. Grose made 41 starts, including 26 behind the plate, 14 at 
designated hitter and one in left field, as he did not catch for over a month with 
a stress reaction in his throwing elbow. Grose ranked among the team leaders 
in stolen bases with seven in eight attempts and had 13 multiple-hit games, 
including consecutive four-hit efforts against Kansas State on March 21-22. 

Grose was entrenched as the Huskers’ starter al catcher for the first two

months of the year, as he was hitting .333 with three homers and |4 RBIs 
through his first 25 games. He sparked the Huskers’ sweep of Kansas Stale, 
going 8-for-I0, including eight consecutive hits, with a homer, five RBIs and 
five runs scored. Grose, who made his first career start in left field against Cal 
Poly on March 26, tied his career high with four RBIs in a 16-7 win at Kansas on 
April 4. He left the Huskers’ loss at Wichita State with the injury and missed the 
next six games before returning to the lineup at DH against Texas on April 19. 
In his return, he hit safely in seven of his next eight contests, including a ninth- 
inning, game-winning single in an 8-7 win over Creighton on April 22. Grose 
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struggled during May, withstanding an 0-for-22 slump that dropped his average 
from .348 to .296 before a base hit against Baylor in his final at-bat of the Big 
12 Tournament. He had one RBI and went |-for-6 in Oklahoma City. 

He went 5-for-14 during the NCAA Regional, getting two hits and a homer in 
the opener against Eastern Michigan on May 30. He had two of the Huskers’ five 
hits in the regional title game loss to Southwest Missouri State on June I. 


2002 - Sophomore 

One of the primary reasons for NU's second-half surge, Grose shared time 
behind the plate with All-American Jed Morris. Grose batted .384 with four 
homers and 38 RBls. He had 37 starts, including 33 in NU's final 46 contests. 
In that stretch, he made 29 starts as the Huskers’ catcher, batting over .400 with 
14 doubles and 37 RBIs. NU went 28-9 in his 37 starts. 

Grose, who ranked second on the team with his .592 slugging percentage, 
was fifth on the team with 14 doubles and sixth with 38 RBIs. He had 14 multi- 
hit games, while batting .417 (20-of-48) with runners in scoring position. He 
would have finished second in the Big 12 in hitting, but did not have enough at 
bats to qualify for the conference batting title. In addition to his offense, Grose 
proved to be excellent behind the plate, throwing out 30 percent of would-be 
base stealers, to help the Huskers allow a Big 12 low 29 stolen bases in 2002. 

He began the season slowly, hitting .231 with one RBI, as he played in 10 of 
NU's first 22 contests. Grose began to see more significant action after going 
2-for-3 with a pair of walks in a 12-5 win over Western Illinois on March 27. He 
picked up his second straight multi-hit game three days later at Kansas State, 
going 3-for-S, while driving in a career-best four runs against the Wildcats. 
Those efforts began a 14-game hitting streak, where he batted .489 (23-for-47) 
with a pair of homers and 18 RBls, before the streak was snapped against KU 
on April 26. 

Grose, who batted .379 with a homer and I RBIs during conference play, was 
selected to the Big 12 Tournament team after going 7-for-l4 with four doubles 
and seven RBIs in four games. Against Texas Tech, he had three hits, including 
a pair of doubles, and drove in three runs. He went 2-for-3 with a pair of RBIs in 
Nebraska's 8-7 win over KSU that sent the Huskers to the title game. 

He earned a spot on the Lincoln Regional All-Tournament Team after batting 
.455 with a homer and five RBIs. Against UW-Milwaukee, Grose went 3-for-4 
with a homer and a pair of RBIs. He hit safely in all three contests and drove in 
single runs against Marist and SMS. After going hitless in seven at-bats in the 
Super Regional against Richmond, Grose went |-for-4 with a sacrifice fly against 
South Carolina in his lone CWS appearance. 
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Before Nebraska 

In his lone season for coach Doyle Wilson at Chandler-Gilbert Community 
College in Arizona, Grose garnered all-conference honors, batting .397 with 
four homers and 37 RBIs, helping his team reach the state semifinals. He was 
selected by the Aulanta Braves in the 35th round of the 2001 First-Year Player 
Draft. 

Grose starred for two seasons for coach Nik Garritano at Green Valley High 
School in Nevada before graduating in 2000. A two-time team captain, Grose 
batted .480 with nine homers, earning all-conference honors as a senior. He 
was named the GVHS MVP, as his team was nationally ranked in each of his 
final two seasons. A member of the National Honor Society, Grose graduated 
with high honors at GVHS, while being drafted by the Chicago White Sox in 
the 42nd round of the 2000 First-Year Player Draft. Grose, whose grandfather 
Bill Cartwright was a coach in the San Diego Padres organization, selected 
Nebraska over Florida, Cal-Irvine and Loyola Marymount.

2004 Outlook 


One bright spot in the disappointment of Brian Duensing’s season- 
ending, injury last spring was the development of left-hander Zach Kroenke 
(pronounced KRON-neck-ee). The sophomore from Omaha was slated to be 
one of the Huskers’ midweek starters until Duensing’s injury thrust Kroenke 
into the rotation. He took advantage of the opportunity, going 6-2 with a 2.72 
ERA in IS outings, as his numbers were similar to Duensing’s totals from 2002. 
Another trait they shared was the ability lo pitch under pressure, Wilh the 
Huskers facing NCAA elimination, Kroenke turned in his strongest effort of 
the year, tossing a complete-game six hitter against Eastern Michigan, helping 
Nebraska to the regional title game. 

“| have enjoyed watching Zach develop in our program, and he probably has 
developed quicker than | thought,” Pitching Coach Rob Childress said. “He 
made a lot of progress last season in learning how to pitch at this level, and 
his outing in the NCAA Tournament was the springboard to a strong summer 
and fall.” 

The effort continued into the summer when he pitched for the Liberal (Kan.) 
Bee Jays and Coach Mike Davidson, helping Liberal to a 22-18 record. He 
went 3-5 with a 4.99 ERA, leading the Bee Jays in nearly every major category, 
including innings. (57.2) and strikeouts (55). Kroenke earned the win in the 
opener of Nebraska’s Red/White Series during the fall, going 5.1 innings and 
allowing two unearned runs on four hits. He struck out six and walked just one 
in the Reds’ 13-2 victory. The outing capped a strong fall where Kroenke was one 
of the Huskers’ best pitchers from the outset. 

“He was not only one of our most dominant pitchers, but Zach showed the 
consistency we were looking for every time he was on the mound,” Childress 
said. “I think he will have a very good sophomore season this spring.” 


2003 - Freshman 

Kroenke was one of the Big 12’s top freshmen hurlers, going 6-2 with a 2,72 
ERA in 59.2 innings. The left-hander enjoyed nearly a 2-to-1 strikeout-to-walk 
ratio (35-to-19) while holding opponents to a .239 batting average. Kroenke 
allowed three runs or less in [4 of his 1S appearances and combined on a pair 
of shutouts (Cal Poly and al Kansas), 

Kroenke began the season in the bullpen, where he threw two scoreless 
innings against Nebraska-Kearney and at No. 22 Texas A&M. The two strong, 
outings put him in line for his first career start against No. | Rice on March 
18. Although he took the loss, allowing three runs in four innings, he handled 
himself well in a 4-1 loss to the Owls. He earned his first win in his next start 
against Cal Poly, scattering four hits and striking out four in six shutout innings 
against the Mustangs. Four days later, Kroenke picked up his second win of 
the week against Oklahoma, allowing two runs on three hits in 5,2 innings of 
work in a 5-2 win over the Sooners. For his efforts against the Mustangs and 
Sooners, he shared Big 12 Pitcher-ol-the-Week honors with teammate Aaron

Marsden. Kroenke turned in his best outing of the year against Kansas on April 
5. He scattered two hits in six innings, including one hil out of the infield, 
while fanning a career-high six Jayhawks in a [3-0 win. He struggled in his next 
three starts, going a combined 9.1 innings, and suffered his second loss against 
seventh-ranked Texas al Rosenblatt Stadium on April 20. Kroenke shined in 
relief against No. 25 Minnesota on April 30, allowing one hit in four shutout, 
innings to earn the win against the Golden Gophers. In his last regular-season 
Start, Kroenke pitched a gem. scattering two hits in five scoreless innings against 
Creighton in front of a crowd of more than [1,000 at Rosenblatt Stadium. 

During the postseason, Kroenke went I-O with a 4.26 ERA in two appearances, 
earning the start against Baylor in the Big 12 Tournament and against Eastern 
Michigan in an NCAA elimination game. Against the Bears, Kroenke allowed 
a career-high five runs in 3.2 innings in a game that the Huskers lost 7-5 in 14 
innings. He shined in the NCAA Tournament, firing the first complete game of 
his career in a win over Eastern Michigan. In that outing, he allowed two runs in 
the second inning, but then retired 14 of the next IS hitters he faced and allowed 
one runner into scoring position in the final seven innings. He scattered eight 
hits and struck out six Eagles lo equal his career high.

Kroenke was a three-year letterwinner for Coach Todd Wesslund at Northwest 
High School in Omaha. Kroenke was ranked among, the top 200 players in the 
nalion according to Team One Baseball. As a senior, he was a first-team All- 
Nebraska selection by the Lincoln Journal Star, going 4-5 with a 3.42 ERA, 
while leading the state with 90 strikeouts in 53 innings. He spent the summer 
playing for the Midland (Ohio) Redskins, going 8-1 with a save and a 1.76 ERA 
in 59 innings. He helped his team to a 55-11 record and a third-place finish at 
the Connie Mack World Series. In addition to playing baseball, he earned two 
letters in cross country at Northwest. In the classroom, Kroenke was an honor 
roll student and a member of the athletic decathlon team.

2004 Outlook 


For people outside of the Husker program, the development of junior Curtis 
Ledbetter was one of the biggest surprises of the 2003 season. Ledbetter, who 
redshirted in his first year at Nebraska, hit 348 with 13 homers and 54 RBIs en 
route Lo first-Leam All-Big 12 honors. While Ledbetter's emergence may have 
surprised outsiders, the Husker coaching staff knew that his strong work ethic 
would put him in a position to succeed when given the opportunity. 

“Curtis has gone through a lot in this program from being a junior college 
player and redshirting his first year to becoming a major contributor for us last 
year,” Coach Mike Anderson said. “One of the things that you notice quickly 
about Curtis is that he has great work habits and is always looking to get 
better.” 

Ledbetter missed the entire fall after having, shoulder surgery in October. 
He was cleared for the start of spring drills and should be close to 100 percent 
in time for the opener. The 6-3, 220-pounder saw some duty at first base last 
year, and will take over the position on a full-time basis this year. Ledbetter, 
who originally came to Nebraska as a calcher, was selected as a third-team 
preseason All-American by the National Collegiate Baseball Writers of America 
(NCBWA), one of two Huskers chosen by the organization for ils preseason 
team. While Ledbetter’s offensive prowess has provided most of the accolades, 
he is proved lo be a very solid defensive player who is capable of playing either 
first base or in one of the corner outfield positions. 

“We feel that Curtis is a known quantily for us at first base because of what 
he did at the position last season.” Anderson said, "He does a yery good job 
defensively, and we just need him to go oul and do the same things he did for 
us last year offensively. He missed the fall, but we are glad he’s back now and 
looking forward to having him in the middle of our lineup.” 

Ledbetter also shines in the classroom, as he was a second-team academic 
All-Big 12 selection last year and carries a 3.026 GPA in news-editorial. 


2003 - Redshirt Sophomore 

Ledbetter became one of the Big [2's premier power hitters in his first season 
of Division | action. The first-team All-Big 12 designated hitter batted 348 with 
13 homers and 54 RBIs in 53 contests. Ledbetter, who saw time at first base and 
in left field. was ranked in the tap 20 in batting average, and was third in the 
league in both homers (13) and slugging percentage (.647). He led the Huskers 
with [3 doubles and was second to Big 12 Player-ol-the-Year Matt Hopper in 
batting average, homers, RBIs and slugging percentage.

Ledbetter made his mark in his first Division | appearance, crushing, two 
homers in the season opener against Southwest Texas on Feb. 23. It was one 
of two multiple-homer games, as he hit two more off the bench against Kansas 
State on March 21, Ledbetter had 13. multi-hit games, including four-hit games 
against South Dakota (April 23) and Eastern Michigan (May 30). Against USD, 
Ledbetter went 4-lor-4 with a homer, three doubles and four RBIs in a 9-1 win 
that was shortened to six innings because of rain. Ledbetter, who posted 14 
multiple-RBI efforts, tied or set a pair of school records on the year. He hil 
three grand slams to tie the Big 12 record, while his three-double performance 
against South Dakota tied another NU mark. Ledbetter closed the season with 
a flourish, hitting, safely in 36 of his last 39 contests, including a Big 12-long 
23-game hitting streak - the longest by a Husker since 1996. The streak lasted 
from March 23 until April 30. He was especially dangerous in the clutch, driving 
in a team-best 23 RBIs in two-out situations, and with the bases loaded, when 
he was 6-for-7 with three homers and 21 RBIs. 

In Big, 12 action, he finished with a 310 average with live homers and 23 RBIs 
in 23 contests. He enjoyed his best series in a sweep aver Kansas State, when he 
went 4-lor-7 with two homers and seven RBIs, including a four-RB} effort in the 
opener. He also went 3-for-7 with four RBIs and three runs scored in two games 
al Texas Tech. The Lawrence, Kan., native had a successful homecoming against 
Kansas, going 5-for-13 with two RBIs and three runs scored. While Ledbetter 
did most of his damage at the plate, he sparkled in the field, including a diving 
catch in left field that stopped a Baylor rally in the regular-season finale. On the 
play, Ledbetter injured his shoulder making the catch, forcing him to miss the 
Big 12 Tournament, Ledbetter returned to the lineup during the NCAA Lincoln 
Regional, hitting .400 with a homer, eight RBIs and five runs scored to earn a 
spol on the all-regional team.

Ledbetter played one season for Coach Todd Briggs at Garden City 
Community College, earning honorable-mention All-fayhawk League honors. 
As a freshman, he batted .404 with 3 home runs, 55 RBIs and 58 runs scored, 
while throwing out 50 percent of would-be base stealers, He was one of the lop 
catchers in the Midwest for Coach David Petry's club at Lawrence High School. 
As a high school senior, Ledbetter earned state MVP honors, guiding LHS to 
a Class 6A state title, A first-team All-Kansas selection, Ledbetter batted .627 
with [3 homers and 47 RBIs, setting school records in all three categories. He 
also stole 4 bases and was a 39th-round selection by Cleveland in the 2000 
First-Year Player Draft, He chose Nebraska over Missouri, Kansas State, New 
Mexico, Michigan, Arkansas, Miami, Florida and Texas Tech.

2004 Outlook 


For senior Jake Mullinax, the 2003 season ended much too soon for his 
liking. The infielder from Hesperia, Calil,, was on a tear during the postseason, 
batting .480 in the Huskers’ eight postseason games, finishing the year with a 
320 batting average and NCAA Lincoln Regional All-Tournament honors. It 
capped a long climb for Mullinax, who didn’t enroll at Nebraska until the start 
of the spring semester and missed all of fall drills. He hit just .176 during the 
first seven weeks of the year, but was one of the Huskers’ toughest hitters over 
the final two months, batting .374 with 19 of his 21 RBIs over the final 32 games. 
Mullinax starred for Coach Bob Steinkamp and the Beatrice Bruins during the 
summer, hitting .315 with two homers and 22 RBIs in the wooden bat league. 

“Jake got off to a slow start last year because he missed the entire fall, but 
really made great strides throughout the year,” Coach Mike Anderson said. “He 
has a great makeup and his habits and determination make him someone we 
want to have in our lineup every day.” 

When he returned to campus for the start of fall drills, it was evident to the 
coaches and teammates alike that Mullinax had come back a different player 
than when he arrived on campus the previous January, He led the Huskers 
in hitting, during the fall, batting .422 with team bests in homers (six) and 
runs scored (20) in just 55 at-bats in the fall. Already one of the Huskers’ 
most disciplined hitters, the coaching stalf believes Mullinax could hit nearly 
anywhere in the order and ts in line for a breakout year in 2004, 

“Jake was one of our most improved players in the fall and has made a 
tremendous jump since last year," Anderson said. “He is the kind of player who 
will do anything to help this team win, either with his bat or glove, and we are 
looking for big things Irom him this season.” 


2003 - Junior 


Despite not enrolling al Nebraska until the spring semester, Mullinax was 
a stabilizing force in the infield in his first year as a Husker, He hit 320 with 
21 RBIs and 30 runs scored in 48 contests, An honorable-mention All-Big 12 
selection, Mullinax was second on the team with a .470 on-base percentage. 
The total would have been filth in the Big 12 if he would have reached the 
minimum number of at-bats. He was hit by a team-high 17 pitches, the sixth- 
highest total in school history, and also ranked among the team leaders in 
stolen bases (nine, third) and walks (20, filth). Mullinax, who made 41 starts at 
second and three starts al shortstop, usually hit near the bottom of the order, 
as he hil eighth or ninth in 42 of his 44 starts. 

Mullinax started the season slowly, batting just 176 with two RBIs through 
his first 16 games, but turned the corner with a pair of multi-hit games against 
Western Illinois in early April. He hit a team-best 374 with 19 of his 21 RBIs 
over the final 32 games. While his bal warmed up as the season progressed, 
Mullinax was steady in the field with a .969 fielding percentage-

Mullinay hit .300 with 17 runs and an on-base percentage of 485 in 18 Big 12 
starts. He enjoyed his best series against Missouri, going 5-for-10 with four runs 
scored against the Tigers, including a three-hit effort in NU's 11-9, 10-inning 
win on April 12. He also enjoyed a strong series against Kansas, going 5-for-7, 
including a three-hit performance in the series finale. 

Mullinax was one of NU's best performers during the Big 12 Tournament, 
hitting, .363 (4-for-Il) with an RBI and two runs scored. He sel a career high 
with four hits, including a pair of doubles in the Huskers’ opening-round win 
over Kansas. He starred in the Huskers’ NCAA Tournament run, batting .571 
(8-for-14) with five RBIs to earn a spot on the NCAA Lincoln Regional All- 
Tournament team. Mullinax went 3-for-3 with two RBIs in the regional opener 
against Eastern Michigan and tied or set career bests in both hits (four) and 
RBIs (three) in an elimination win over the Eagles. 


Before Nebraska 

Mullinax spent two seasons at Victor Valley Community College in Victorville, 
Calif., playing for Coach Nate Lambdin. A two-year captain, Mullinax earned 
first-team All-America honors in Southern California in 2002, batting 477 
with nine homers and 61 RBIs in 37 contests. The 6-1, 205-pound middle 
infielder was selected as the Foothills Conference MVP alter leading the league 
in RBls and slugging percentage (.799), while ranking in the top three in four 
other categories, including batting average (second), homers (third), on-base 
percentage (.527, third) and stolen bases (15, third), He struck out nine times 
in 149 at bals. As a freshman, he paced the Foothills Conference with a 493 
average with 13 homers and 59 RBIs. 

A 2000 graduate of Sultana High School in Hesperia, Calif., Mullinax 
garnered All-Southern section honors as a senior, finishing the year with a -4S1 
average with seven homers and 34 RBIs. He broke 17 school records in 2000, 
helping SHS to a Mojave River league title.

2004 Outlook 

Probably no player is looking fonvard to the 2004 campaign as much as 
senior Justin Pekarek (pronounced puh-CAR-cck), Finally healthy after three 
years of elbow problems, the left-hander showed the vast potential he possessed 
before elbow problems sent him to the sideline in February of 2001. 

Pekarek enjoyed a breakthrough summer pitching for the Santa Barbara 
Foresters and Coach Bill Pintard, compiling a 5-2 mark and a 141 ERA in 


leading the Foresters to a SI-IO-1 record and an appearance in the finals of 


the National Baseball Congress World Series. The left-hander struck out 45 
and allowed just 37 hits in 55.1 innings. For his efforts, he was chosen the 
most valuable pitcher in the NBC qualifying tournament and was chosen to the 
California Coastal Collegiate League All-Star team. 

Pekarek continued his dominance during the Red/White Series, taking the 
win in game two with seven innings of one-hit ball. He struck out four, while 
allowing just three balls out of the infield. His strong performances throughout 
the fall give Pitching Coach Rob Childress great optimism that Pekarek, who was 
chosen as one ol three captains for 2004, could become a major contributor 
either in the rotation or out of the bullpen. 

“It is hard to believe that Justin is already a fifth-year senior.” Childress said, 
“He's spent a lot of blood, sweat and tears for this program, and being voted a 


team captain says a lot about how the rest of the pitching staff and the rest of 
Pp ay Pp i$ 


the team respects him. He has seen nearly everything during his career, from 
pitching in the CWS to watching, froni the bench as he rehabbed his elbow. 

“L think he is fully healthy for the first time since his freshman year, and that 
gave him a lot of confidence coming, into the fall,” Childress said. “He could 
surprise a lot of people and be in our weekend rotation, but if he is nol, he will 
be a guy We will not hesitate to use on the weekends in relief. I think he is ready 
to lead our pitching stall this season.” 


2003 - Junior 


Pekarek made nine appearances, going 2-1 with a 4.24 ERA in I7 innings. 
The left-hander made two starts and struck oul I! hillers on the season. 

Pekarek, who missed nearly the entire two previous seasons with an elbow 
injury, returned to action with a scoreless ninth inning in a win over Louisiana 


Tech on Feb. 22. He did not allow an earned run in three of his first four reliel 


outings before an injury to Jamie Rodrigue gave Pekarek his first start since Feb, 
18, 2001. Pekarek took advantage, allowing three runs in five innings against 
Western Illinois on April 2 for his first collegiate win. The southpaw earned his 
second win against South Dakota on April 23, tossing a complete-game three 
hitter. In that outing, he allowed one run and struck out five in a game that 
was shortened Lo six innings because of rain, Pekarek helped NU to a shutout 
of Creighton on April 29 with a scoreless ninth inning before making his final

Pekarek took a medical hardship after missing the entire 2002 season 
following elbow surgery on Feb. 8, performed by Dr. James Andrews in 
Birmingham, Ala. Pekarek was diagnosed with an ongoing stress reaction in 
his left elbow and a titanium screw was placed in the elbow, 


2001 - Redshirt Freshman 


Despite missing most of the season with an elbow injury, Pekarek went 0-1 
with a save and a 3.88 ERA in seven innings. He struck oul six and walked two, 
while holding opponents to a .125 average. 

Belore the injury, he pitched a pair of scoreless outings, allowing one hit in 
seven innings of work. In his first action of the season against Lamar on Feb. 
10, Pekarek struck out four in three innings of no-hit ball to earn the save. In 
his only start of the year, he threw four innings of one-hit ball, striking out a 
pair in NU's 14-0 victory over UNLV. Pekarek left the game because of pain in 
his left elbow, and the injury would sideline him for most of the season. He

He went 5-5 
on the mound with one no decision, while batting 405 with Il homers. He 
was also a state qualifier in golf and lettered in basketball at Seward High 
School.

2004 Outlook 


During the Huskers’ recent run of success, one luxury that Pitching Coach 
Rob Childress has enjoyed has been an all-conference caliber pitcher to anchor 
the rotation. From Shane Komine to Aaron Marsden, one of the hallmarks of 
the Nebraska baseball program has been solid starting pitching. This spring, 
Childress will rely on senior Quinton Robertson to lead the Huskers in their 
quest for a sixth straight NCAA Tournament appearance. While Marsden, a 
second-team All-American and Big 12 Pitcher of the Year, parlayed a stellar 
junior year to a third-round draft pick by Colorado, Robertson quietly stepped 
into the weekend rotation, giving the Huskers a potent 1-2 punch every series. 

“Sometimes when a player transfers in [rom junior college, it takes time to 
adjust to the environment of the Big 12, but Quinton picked it up quickly last 
season and really pitched well in the conference,” Childress said. “He is a great 
competitor who is not afraid to pitch in hostile environments, and that is what 
you want from a veteran.” 

Robertson's 10 wins tied for the Big 12 lead, were the most ever by a first-year 
Husker and the third-most in school history. Only All-Americans Shane Komine 
and Troy Brohawn won more games than Robertson did in 2003. 

"l think every school in the league would like to have a first-team All-Big, 12 
pitcher like Quinton coming back,” Childress said. “He brings a lot of stability 
to our staff because we know he can get us to the seventh inning and give us the 
opportunity Lo win every Lime he pitches, which is all you can ask of a starter.” 


2003 - Junior 


Robertson enjoyed one of the finest years a Husker newcomer has ever had 
at Nebraska. The junior college transfer compiled a 10-2 record and a 4.23 ERA 
in 89.1 innings. Robertson's 10 wins not only tied for the Big 12 lead. but was 
the third-highest single-season total in school history. He also ranked 10th in 
the Big I2 in opposing batting average (.270) and 12th in ERA. In addition to 
his team-high 10 wins, he was second on the team in starts (14), innings pitched 
and strikeouts (51). He had nearly a 2.5-to-1 strikeout-to-walk ratio, and went six 
or more innings in 12 of his 14 starts, including each of his final 10. 

Robertson began the year in the bullpen, where he made (wo appearances 
before moving into the starting rotation for good in early March. He picked up 
his first collegiate win against Louisiana Tech, throwing 2.1 innings of two-hit 
relief against the Bulldogs to clinch the series win. The junior college transfer 
was solid in his first career start, allowing one run on two hits over six innings in 
a 15-2 win over the Golden Gophers in the Metrodome on March |. Robertson 
tuned up for conference play in his next outing, making just seven pitches 
to. pick up the win in NU's victory over Nebraska-Kearney. Robertson pitched 
well, but suffered his first loss at No. 15 Texas A&M, allowing four runs (one 
earned) on three hits in 4,! innings. The right-hander bounced back from the 
loss to go 5-0 over his next eight starts, while pitching at least six innings in

all eight appearances. He fanned a career-high seven Wildcats and allowed one 
earned run in a victory over Kansas State on March 22. Robertson's best road 
effort came al Texas Tech on April 26, where he allowed one unearned run over 
seven innings in a 6-3 win over the Red Raiders. In that game, he allowed only 
two balls out of the infield in his final five innings of work. The right-hander 
tossed the first complete game of his career, throwing 123 pitches and holding 
Oklahoma State to two runs in a 5-2 win over the Cowboys on May II. He saw 
his five-game winning streak snapped against No. 14 Baylor on May 17. 

He went a perfect 2-0 in two postseason starts, going six innings in wins 
over No. 16 Baylor in Oklahoma City and Eastern Michigan. Against the Bears, 
he avenged one of his two regular-season losses, striking out six and scattering 
seven hits in a 9-5 victory. He opened up the Huskers’ NCAA Tournament run 
against Eastern Michigan. allowing season highs in both hits (10) and runs (six) 
in a 16-11 slugfest over the Eagles on May 30. 


Before Nebraska 

Robertson pitched for Coach Matt Deggs al Texarkana College, compiling a 
15-3 career record and a 3.18 ERA in his two seasons in the Bulldog program. 
Robertson battled arm problems for part of his sophomore year, but finished 
the campaign with a 6-3 record and a 2,83 ERA. He struck out 31 and walked 
only 10 in 54 innings en route to second-team All-Texas Eastern Association 
honors. The right-hander enjoyed a successful freshman year, going 9-0 with a 
3.45 ERA, leading the Bulldogs to a berth in the NICAA World Series in 2001. 
He averaged nine strikeouts per game, as opponents hit just .255 against him. 
Robertson was a first-team all-conference and All-Region XIV selection and was 
tabbed a second-team NJCAA All-American by the American Baseball Coaches 
Association. Robertson, a I7th-round draft pick by the New York Yankees in 
2001, also looked at Mississippi State, Mississippi, Southern Miss and Texas 
before signing with NU. A native of Richland, Miss., he attended Sylvan Hills 
High School, helping his team to a top-three finish in the state his final three 
seasons at the school, earning first-team all-conference accolades as a senior.

2004 Outlook 


Few pitchers on the Nebraska roster were as versatile as right-hander Tim 
Schoeninger (pronounced SHIN-ing-er) during the 2003 season. The 6-4, 
225-pounder from Denver saw duty in nearly every situation, from closing 
to starting, and performed admirably in every role. The Collegiate Baseball 
Freshman All-American went 4-2 with a team-high six saves, while leading the 
Husker stalf with 25 appearances. Schoeninger became the first NU freshman 
to lead the team in appearances since current San Diego Padres farmhand R.D. 
Spiehs in 1999 and Pitching Coach Rob Childress said that experience will pay 
off for Schoeninger in 2004. 

“Tim really had a great year for us,” Childress said. “We put him in a lot 
of different situations as a freshman last year and was someone we would 
quickly turn lo in conference weekends. Having a freshman like Tim lead us in 
appearances says a lot about the confidence we had in him." 

Schoeninger continued his development in the off-season, spending the 
summer playing for Coach Bob Steinkamp and the Beatrice Bruins in the 
M.I.N.K. (Missouri-lowa-Nebraska-Kansas) League. He was primarily a starter 
for the Bruins, compiling a 2-0 record with a 2.58 ERA in seven appearances. 
He struck out 42 and walked only three in 38.1 innings, helping Beatrice to a 
28-10 mark. He made two appearances in the Red/White Series to close the fall, 
going |-0 with a 5.40 ERA. He started and earned the win in the series clincher, 
throwing five innings and allowing four runs on seven hits in a 9-5 win. 

Childress said thal Schoeninger made strides with his off-speed pitches and 
tinkering with his delivery to be more deceptive on the mound. One certainty is 
that the right-hander knows the strike zone, as he enjoyed a 7-to-| strikeout-to- 
walk ratio during his freshman campaign. 

“We think Tim could play several roles for us during the year,” Childress said. 
“Early on, he will likely be our long reliever, but he is someone who definitely 
has a chance to be a starter for us. He has excellent stuff, and we know he will 
go out and throw strikes. He won't beat himself when he’s on the mound.” 


2003 - Freshman 

Schoeninger was a workhorse out of the bullpen, going 4-2 with six saves 
a 4.30 ERA in a team-high 25 appearances. A Freshman All-American from 
Collegiate Baseball, Schoeninger established school marks for appearances and 
saves by a freshman, while his save total topped all Big 12 freshmen. His six 
saves (in seven opportunities) ranked eighth in the Big 12 and seventh on NU's 
single-season lists. He earned saves against Southwest Texas. UW-Milwaukee, 
No. 22 Texas A&M, Oklahoma, No. 7 Texas and SMS. He fanned 34 in 46 
innings, while enjoying a nearly 7-to-I strikeout-to-walk ratio. Schoeninger, who 
walked five hitters all year, didn't walk a hitter in 22 of his 25 appearances. 

Schoeninger, who won the closer’s job during the fall, started quickly, 
recording his first career save in his debut against Southwest Texas on Feb. 
14, throwing two innings of shutout ball. He converted his first four save 
opportunities, including three straight in Big 12 play. He tossed |.1 scoreless

innings vs. UW-Milwaukee after coming into the game with the tying run al 
the plate. He retired the final four hitters to preserve a 3-2 win at No. 22 Texas 
A&M on March 16. Against Oklahoma on March 30. he struck out the side in 
a scoreless ninth Lo complete a series sweep of the Sooners. Schoeninger, who 
pitched at least one inning in 21 of his 25 outings, proved to be durable. He 
picked up Big 12 wins against Kansas State on March 23, pitching 4.2 innings 
and allowing one earned run, and at Kansas on April 4, when he replaced an 
injured Aaron Marsden and hurled a season-long 6.2 innings of relief. In Big 
12 play, Schoeninger compiled a 3-1 record with three saves and a 4.91 ERA in 
a leam-high nine appearances. Against No. 7 Texas on April 19, he preserved 
NU's 6-4 win with |.2 innings of scoreless relief. He made his only start of the 
season against Creighton on April 22, allowing three runs on six hits over five 
innings, while striking out four in a no-decision against the Bluejays. 

He was one of the Huskers’ best pitchers during the postseason, posting, a 
1.80 ERA in four outings. Schoeninger didn’t allow a run in two Big 12 tourney 
appearances against No. 16 Baylor and earned a save in NU's elimination win 
over SMS on June |. striking out two in |.2 innings of no-hit ball.

Schoeninger starred for Coach Tony Schenbeck at |.K. Mullen High School 
in Denver, Colo. As a senior, he earned first-team class SA honors, going 10-1 
with a 1.93 ERA.

2004 Outlook 

With two years in the Husker program under his belt, junior Phil Shirek 
(pronounced SHEAR-ik) is poised for a breakout 2004 campaign. The right- 
hander from Minot, N.D., went 5-3 with a 3.90 ERA in 18 appearances last 
spring, earning a spol in the Huskers’ Big 12 rotation for the stretch run. While 
he struggled in the postseason, the experience Shirek gained will pay dividends 
in the spring, 

“Phil had a chance to get in the conference rotation and made Lhe most of il 
last season,” Pitching Coach Rob Childress said. "He made a Jol of big, starts 
down the stretch, including the Big 12 Tournament and the NCAA Regional, 
and those starts will help him greatly this spring.” 

Shirek pitched for the Harwich Mariners in the Cape Cod League last 
summer, going 0-2 with a 1.67 ERA in 10 appearances. Shirek struck oul 43 in 
32.1 innings, and the success he enjoyed gave the junior confidence that he was 
ready for the rigors of the Big 12. 

“IL was a greal experience for him,” Childress said. “Phil had the chance to be 
around some of the best players in the country and that helped him realize how 
good he could be. He came back with a lot of confidence and |t showed during 
the fall. Phil is someone thal we are going to lean on this season, whether it is 
starting or out of the bullpen.” 

Phil's younger brother, Charlie, signed with Nebraska during the fall signing 
period and was one of two brothers of current Huskers lo sign during the fall 
{also Tim Sullivan, whose brother Beau is an infielder on the 2004 squad). 


2003 - Sophomore 

Shirek enjoyed a strong sophomore campaign, going 5-3 with a 3.90 ERA in 
18 appearances, spanning 62.1 innings. He was third on the team in appearances 
(18) innings pitched, starts and strikeouts (48). He posted a 2-to-I strikeout-to- 
walk ratio, While holding opponents to a .227 average. 

He began the year in the bullpen, where he allowed just three hits in his first 
six outings, spanning 10 innings. He struck out four in three no-hil innings 
at Sam Houston State on March 19 and fanned three in two scoreless Innings 
against Kansas State on March 22. Shirek was moved to the No. 4 spot in the 
rotation, picking up wins against Cal Poly on March 25, Western Illinois on 
April Land McNeese State on April 15. He fired five scoreless innings and struck 
out a season-high six Leathernecks, and allowed three singles in seven shutout 
frames vs. McNeese State. In addition to his mid-week starts, he also worked 
out of the bullpen during Big 12 play, making appearances against Missour| and 
Texas, His best start of the year came against Creighton on April 29, when he 
tossed eight shutout innings and allowed one runner to reach scoring position. 
That outing moved the sophomore |nto the weekend rotation, where he stayed 
the rest of the season. Shirek captured his first career Big 12 win against 
Oklahoma State on May 12, allowing one run on four hits in seven innings Lo

cap a series sweep over the Cowboys. 

He went 0-2 in a pair of postseason starts, taking the loss against No. 16 
Baylor in the Big 12 Tournament, allowing a season-high five runs in 2.1 innings. 
He also lost to SMS in the regional title game, where he was touched up lor 
three runs in 2.2 innings. 


2002 - Freshman 

Shirek enjoyed a strong rookie campaign in 2002, garnering a spot on 
Collegiate Baseball's Freshman All-America team. He compiled a 4-2 record 
with a save and a 3.45 ERA in 18 appearances, spanning 47 innings. The Minot. 
N.D., product finished with 47 strikeouts and only 14 walks. while holding foes 
to a 246 average. 

While Shirek was primarily used as a mid-week starter, he was also impressive 
in several relief stints. Against No. [3 Wake Forest in his debut, Shirek whilfed 
six and allowed three hits in 3.1 shutout innings. He earned his first win against 
Western Illinois on March 27, allowing one run on four hits in four innings of 
work. That performance began a stretch where he allowed only two runs in his 
next six appearances, including five starts, going 4-0 with a 0.75 ERA. Included 
in that stretch were wins against UW-Milwaukee, where he scattered two hits 
in five shutout innings, and Minnesota, when he allowed one earned run ina 
season-best six innings. Shirek returned to the bullpen down the stretch, turning, 
in his best outing of the year against Creighton, where he tied his career high of 
seven strikeouts and allowed just two hils in four Innings for his first save. 

Shirek made two relief appearances during the Big 12 Tournament and 
allowed three runs on five hits, but did not record a decision in either contest. 
During the NCAA Regional, he pilched a perfect final inning against Southwest 
Missouri Stale in the litle game belore taking the loss in NU’s CWS opener 
against Clemson, ending his personal four-game winning streak. 


Before Nebraska 

Shirek was one of the top multi-sport athletes in the upper Midwest al Minot 
High School in North Dakota. A three-year starter for Coach Pete Stenberg, he 
earned first-team all-state honors in 2001, going 3-1 with a pair of saves and a 
2.93 ERA. He struck out 82 in 40.2 innings and was selected as the Gatorade 
Player of the Year. He nearly pitched his eam to the national American Legion 
tournament in 2001, going 12-2 with 179 strikeouts in 96 innings, highlighted 
by a national American Legion tournament 20-strikeout performance in the 
regional semilinals. That effort broke the tournament record held by former 
Baltimore great Dave McNally, He also batted 425 with 20 homers and 96 
RBls. As a junior, Shirek compiled a 5-1 record with a 0.37 ERA, striking out 55 
batters in 38.1 innings. A three-sport standout who carried a 3.7 GPA, Shirek 
garnered first-team all-state honors as a quarterback during his junior and 
senior seasons and was the Gatorade Player of the Year in football as a senior. 
Shirek chose the Huskers over Minnesota, North Dakota and North Dakota St,

2004 Outlook 

Pitching Coach Rob Childress is glad that senior Mike Sillman is a quick 
study, and for that, Sillman’s return gives the Huskers their first veteran closer 
since the 2001 season. Sillman, who had worked primarily in middle relief his 
first two years al Nebraska, dramatically changed his delivery before 2003, 
going to more of a submarine style. The change worked wonders for the 6-1, 
120-pound right-hander, as Sillman went I-I with three saves and a 1.82 ERA, 
The Millard South product earned all three of his saves in the final month of the 
year, and enjoyed a string of 18.1 consecutive shutout innings. He may have had 
only one win jn 2003, but it was one of the biggest in school history, tossing 1.2 
innings of scoreless relief in NU's Big [2 clinching victory over Baylor. 

“It's been three years since we entered the season where we have a true 
closer,” Pitching Coach Rob Childress said, “Mike developed into that role for 
us down the stretch last year. He was a guy who we couldn't wail Lo get him the 
ball when we had the lead. Il is pretty comlorting going into the season having 
a guy like that back.” 

Sillman continued his quick learning, curve over the summer, pitching for 
Nevada (Mo.) in the Jayhawk League. He didn’t give up a run all summer, going, 
10-for-10 in save opportunities. Sillman struck out 23 in 19 innings and held 
opponents lo a 156 average. Childress said Sillman, who will also contend for 
academic All-America honors cartying a 3.76 GPA in business administration, 
has a strong, work ethic and the mental makeup to succeed in high-pressure 
situations. 


2003 - Junior 

Sillman enjoyed his best season as a Husker, going I-l with three saves and a 
1.82 ERA in I7 appearances. The right-hander struck out 22 jn 24.2 innings and 
held loes to a .241 average. 

Sillman was eased into duty slowly, as he spent most of the winter and the 
early part of the season refining his new delivery. He made just six appearances 
during the first two months of the year, but allowed one earned run in that span. 
He began lo see more extensive action in mid-April, striking out a pair in lwo 
shutout innings against McNeese State on April 15, before tossing a scoreless 
inning of relief against No. 7 Texas al Rosenblatt Stadium on April 20. Sillman, 
who was |-O with a save and a 0.00 ERA in six Big 12 SAINTS: picked up his first 
career Save against Texas Tech on April 27. tossing 2.2 innings of shutout ball 
to clinch the series win. His biggest performance of the regular season came 
in the regular-season finale against No. 14 Baylor, where he entered a lie game 
wilh runners an first and second before getting an inning-ending, double play. 
He finished with L.2 innings of scoreless relief, striking out Seth Fortenberry for

the final out and giving the Huskers the Big 12 regular-season title. 

He was one of the Huskers’ stars out of the bullpen in postseason play, going 
0-1 with two saves in four outings. After lossing a scoreless inning in NU's 
opening-round win over Kansas, he fanned the only two hitters he faced to pick 
up a save in NU’s 9-5 viclory over No. 16 Baylor. In his only loss of the year, 
Sillman was heroic, hurling 5-1 innings ol reliel in a 7-5 14-inning loss to the 
Bears. In that game, he matched his career high with four strikeouts and didn’t 
allow a run until his sixth inning of work, ending his streak of scoreless innings 
al 18.1. He made one appearance in the NCAA Regional, picking up the save 
with 2.1 innings of relief in NU’s 16-1! win over Eastern Michigan on May 30. 


2002 - Sophomore 

Sillman appeared in 17 games in 2002, making 10 pilching appearances, 
while also serving as a pinch-tunner in seven other contests. On the hill, 
Sillman went I-! with a 5.12 ERA, striking out 17 fn 19.1 innings. He threw two 
or more innings in eight of his nine relief appearances. His best relief stint was 
against Creighton on April 16, where he pitched four innings of six-hit ball 
but was not involved in the decision. His win came in a start against UT-Pan 
American on April 24, where he hurled five innings of shutout ball. 


2001 - Freshman 


Sillman was one of three freshmen pitchers who contributed to NU's Big 
12 title squad, compiling a 2-1 record with a 4.84 ERA in nine outings. He 
began the year in the bullpen, pitching the final three innings in a loss to 
top-ranked Georgia Tech, allowing one run and striking oul a career-best four 
Yellow Jackets. Sillman turned in his best outing of the year in his first career 
starl against Centenary on March 17. He tossed eight innings of six-hit ball 
and picked up his first career victory in an II-1 win. His other win came against 
Southern Utah, allowing one hit and striking out three in four innings of relief. 


Before Nebraska 

Sillman was a first-team All-Nebraska selection as a utility player from the 
Omaha World-Herald as a senior for Coach Trevor Longe al Millard South High 
School. On the mound, Sillman went 4-3 with a 2.10 ERA, a total that ranked 
eighth in the state, striking out 42 batters in 52 innings. He also batted 406 
with 16 stolen bases in 59 at bats, ranking among the state leaders in steals. 
In American Legion baseball, Sillman was 8-1 with a 1.36 ERA, striking out 
105 batters in 87 innings. Off the field, Sillman, who selected Nebraska over 
Creighton, was honored by the Omaha Sports Commission as the top scholar- 
athlete in the area and earned academic all-state honors all four years al Millard 
South.

2004 Outlook 


One of the old axioms in baseball is to have your strength be up the middle, 
and when assessing the 2004 squad, Head Coach Mike Anderson is confident 
that the duo of shortstop Joe Simokailis and second baseman Jake Mullinax 
gives the Huskers one of the top middle infields in the Big 12. 

Simokaitis made tremendous strides offensively in 2003, raising his average 
nearly 60 points, as he finished with a .293 average with 39 RBIs in 62 contests. 
He moved into the No. 2 hole for much of the season, where the contact hitter 
excelled. Simokaitis led the Huskers with 16 sacrifices and was second with nine 
stolen bases, as he captured honorable-mention All-Big 12 honors from the 
league coaches. 

Simokaitis underwent off-season shoulder surgery, and was restricted during 
the fall. While Simokaitis didn’t throw during fall drills, he continued to work 
on his defensive skills, which may have been a blessing in disguise for the two- 
year starter. 

“L think the injury has helped him to become a better defensive shortstop, 
which is saying a lot because we think he was one of the best in the Big 12,” 
Anderson said. “Before the injury, he relied on his arm to make plays for him. 
During the fall, he was forced to work on his positioning and getting his feet 
in front of the ball before he makes the throws, and that will only help him in 
the long run.” 

Simokaitis was cleared to go full speed following the fall, and Anderson 
believes that the St. Louis native will continue to make marked improvements 
this spring. 

“Joe made a lot of improvements offensively last year, but | don’t think he 
was satisfied,” Anderson said. “He has a lot of confidence in his abilities, and 
believes he can be one of the best hitters in the league and wants to go out and 
prove it. He has made a lot of adjustments in his swing over the last two years, 
and we believe he will go out and have an excellent year for us.” 


2003 - Sophomore 

Simokaitis continued to develop for the Huskers, batting .293 with a homer 
and 39 RBIs ina team-high 62 starts at shortstop. He primarily hit in the second 
spot in the Husker lineup, where he topped the Huskers with 16 sacrifices and 
was second with nine stolen bases. Simokaitis ranked among the team leaders in 
hits (70, third), runs scored (53, third), walks (22, fourth) and RBls (39, filth), 
as he more than doubled his offensive production from his freshman campaign. 
His 23 multi-hit contests were the third most on the squad, while he drove in 
at least two runs in 10 games, including six contests where he drove in three 
runs. He batted .329 with runners in scoring position and drove in 20 of his 39 
runs in two-out situations. In the field, Simokaitis set a school record with 194 
assists, breaking the previous mark of 185 by Bryan Schmidt in 1997. While he 
committed a team-high 22 errors, Simokaitis committed only two errors in the 
final 19 games, including one in the postseason, when he posted a .980 fielding 
percentage. 
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Simokaitis got out of the gate quickly, hitting .400 with IS RBIs in his 
first 10 contests, including three-hit efforts at Louisiana Tech on Feb. 22 and 
against Minnesota on March 2. He was selected to the Dairy Queen Classic all- 
tournament team, batting .SOO (6-for-12) with four RBIs and four runs scored 
over three games, including victories over nationally ranked Wake Forest and 
Notre Dame. He had a trio of three-RBI performances during the first month 
of the year, including a 3-for-4 effort with three RBIs and a career-best four 
runs scored in the win over the Golden Gophers. Simokaitis, who hit over .300 
during the entire regular season, enjoyed a career-long 10-game hitting streak 
from Feb. 22 to March IS. 

In Big 12 play, Simokaitis hit 271 (29-for-107) with 28 RBls in starting all 27 
conference tills. He enjoyed his best series against the toughest teams in the 
league, hitting .363 (4-for-Il) with a pair of multi-hit games against No. 7 Texas. 
He went 5-for-l4 with four runs scored in the series sweep of Oklahoma State 
and belted his first career homer in the ninth inning of the series finale at Texas 
Tech, his first round tripper in 293 career at-bats. 

In the postseason, he batted .231 with seven RBIs and seven runs scored in 
nine contests, as he committed only one error in 51 chances. He was just 3-for- 
16 in the Big 12 Tournament, including a two-hit effort in the opener against 
Kansas on May 21. During the NCAA Regional, he hit .261 with five RBls, a total 
that was third on the squad. His best performance came in an elimination win 
over Southwest Missouri State on June I, where he went 3-for-5 with three RBIs 
in the win over the Bears, 


2002 - Freshman 

One of two freshmen in the Huskers’ everyday lineup, Simokaitis appeared 
in SI contests, making 41 starts as Nebraska's starting shortstop. He batted just 
.236 with 16 RBIs, but ranked sixth on the team with 41 runs scored and led 
NU with nine sacrifice bunts. Simokaitis finished the year with a .941 fielding 
percentage, committing |2 errors in over 200 total chances. 

The first true freshman to start a season opener in four seasons, Simokailis 
was in and out of the lineup for the first half of the year before regaining his 
starting position in early April to key the Huskers’ late-season run. Simokaitis 
recorded his first career three-hit performance against Creighton on April 16. 
In that game, he drove in the game-winning run, a ninth-inning RBI single off 
Bluejay closer Steve Grasley to give NU a 6-5 win. In conference play, he batted 
just .1S2 (S-for-33) with four RBIs, but only committed one error in 16 Big 12 
games. Simokaitis went hitless in five at-bats during the Big 12 Tournament, but 
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drew three walks and led NU with a trio of sacrifice bunts in three games. 

He was one of the unsung offensive heroes during NU's postseason run, 
batting .333 (9-for-27) with nine runs scored and an on-base percentage of 
.438. He broke out of an O-for-24 slump against Southwest Missouri State in 
the NCAA Regional title game, going 3-for-5 with a pair of doubles and three 
RBIs, against the Bears. In the Super Regional, Simokaitis led NU with a .400 
average highlighted by a 2-for-4 effort with three runs scored in the decisive 
rubber match against the Spiders. He hit safely in both College World Series 
games, going 2-for-5 with a pair of runs scored in Omaha. 


Before Nebraska 


Simokaitis enjoyed a stellar career for Coach Dave Wessels at St. Mary's 
High School in St. Louis. As a senior, he led the Dragons to a third-place 
state finish, batting .386 with two homers, 19 RBIs and 24 runs scored, while 
striking out four times in 87 plate appearances. A two-time all-state shortstop 
by the Missouri High School Baseball Coaches Association, he was the lop 
high school prospect in the state according to Baseball America. A two-time 
All-South Metro St. Louis and four-time Archdiocesan Athletic Association 
honoree, Simokaitis batted .420 with seven homers and 43 RBls as a junior. 

In all, he earned 12 varsity letters, earning four letters apiece in baseball. 
football and basketball. On the gridiron, he was a two-time all-district selection 
and was chosen as the conference player of the year as a senior, playing both 
quarterback and free safety. He gained 1,200 all-purpose yards, while making 56 
tackles and picking off six passes. Simokaitis selected Nebraska over St. Louis, 
Wichita State, Southwest Missouri State, Florida and Missouri in baseball, while 
also being recruited by Missouri and Illinois in football. Simokaitis comes from 
a very athletic family, as older brother Nick played baseball at Northwestern 
(La.) State for two seasons, while his father played football at Missouri.

Ifyou asked Head Coach Mike Anderson which Husker player made the most 
strides during fall practice, the second-year coach would not hesitate with an 
answer. 

“Chad (Steele) is without a doubt our most improved player from last year, 
both on the offensive and defensive end,” Anderson said. 

Alter missing all of the 2002 season with injuries, Steele hil .278 with four 
RBls in 26 contests last year, as he flew under the radar of most Husker baseball 
observers. 

The anonymity Steele enjoyed at the end of the 2003 season may have ended 
with a superb summer and a torrid fall, The Omaha native turned in one of the 
best summers by any Husker, playing for Nevada (Mo.) of the Jayhawk League. 
Steele led the league with a .387 average with a homer and 39 RBls in 43 games. 
He led the team in average and RBIs, while ranking second on the team in on- 
base percentage (.474) and hits (55) to help the Griffons to a 32-21 record. 
During the fall, Steele was second on the team with a .438 average and 15 RBIs 
in just 63 at-bats, He led all hitters with a 563 average in the Red/White Series 
lo end the fall, going 9-for-16 with three RBIs to provide most of the offensive 
highlights for the White squad in defeat. 

Steele brings a lot of versatility to the lineup, as he is the lop backup to 
two-year starter John Grose and could also see action in the outfield or at 
designated hitter, especially against right-handers. 

“We are looking for Chad to find a role in the lineup, and hit anywhere from 
fifth to seventh in our lineup,” Anderson said. “He had a tremendous fall, and 
we are hoping that he can carry that into the spring.” 


2003 - Redshirt Freshman 

Steele was a valuable reserve for the Huskers, appearing in 26 games al 
catcher, left field and designated hitter. He batted .278 with four RBIs in limited 
duty, making [5 starts. Steele saw most of his time when John Grose was limited 
to DH duty, as Anderson looked to get the left-handed hitting Steele in the 
lineup. He also showed a good eye al the plate, walking nine limes and finishing, 
the year with a 391 on-base percentage. 

Steele, who had three multi-hit games in 15 starts, made an impact in his first 
start, going 3-for-4 with a stolen base against Minnesota on March 2, helping, 
Nebraska to the Dairy Queen Baseball Classic title, He also had two hits against 
Missouri on April 13, when he scored twice in NU’s 7-6 win in the series finale, 
and against McNeese State on April 16. 

Steele, who batted .227 in 10 conference appearances, went |-for-S with an 
RBI at the Big 12 Tournament, driving in a run against No. 16 Baylor in the 
second round on May 23. He came off the bench against Eastern Michigan in 
the NCAA Tournament, going 0-for-! with a walk and an RBI against the Eagles 
on May 31,

Before Nebraska 

Steele was a three-year starter on the diamond for coach Mike Filipowicz at 
Omaha Gross High School. A two-time All-Nebraska selection by the Omaha 
World-Herald and two-time Super-State selection by the Lincoln Journal Star, 
Steele ranked fourth in the state with a .487 average and 22 RBIs, while ranking 
among the state leaders in runs scored (33), doubles (14) and stolen bases (10). 
Delensively, he committed just one error and allowed only three stolen bases 
as Gross compiled an 18-8 record in 2001.

2004 Outlook 

Alter two injury-plagued seasons, Dusty Timm has turned the page and 
is looking forward to a healthy 2004 campaign. The 6-3, 180-pound right- 
hander was one of the Huskers’ most improved pitchers at the start of last 
season, fanning seven of the 12 hitters he faced in his two appearances. Timm, 
who has pitched just 10 innings the past two seasons because of injuries, had 
season-ending Tommy John surgery last March, closing a very promising season 
according to Pitching Coach Rob Childress. 

“Dusty’s injury was overlooked when he went down in February, but he was 
pitching every bil as well as Brian (Duensing) and Aaron (Marsden),” Childress 
said. “He was throwing in the low-to-mid 90s with a nasty slider. and was 
dominant in the two outings in Round Rock and at Louisiana Tech.” 

Childress said that Timm’s rehabilitation has been quicker than the coaching 
staff expected, and that the fourth-year junior, who was originally drafted by the 
Kansas City Royals in the 41st-round out of Yutan High School, could return to 
the mound by the early part of the season. 

“He's made a lot more progress than we were expecting at this point, which 
is very encouraging,” Childress said. “We are not going to rush him back and 
want him to be healthy when he takes the mound. He's a very important part of 
our staff, and having him at 90-95 percent is better than most pitchers at 100 
percent. A lot of people outside the program have overlooked Dusty, but he 
could be a factor for us this season.” 


2003 - Redshirt Sophomore 

Timm made two appearances before his 2003 campaign was stopped 
because of season-ending elbow surgery. He pitched 3.1 innings, allowing one 
hit and striking out seven of the [2 batters he faced. Timm was dominant in his 
2003 debut, tossing two scoreless innings and striking out a career-high four 
batters, combining on a two-hit shutout over UT-Pan American on Feb. IS. In 
his other appearance, he struck out three in 1.1 scoreless innings at Louisiana 
Tech on Feb, 22. 


2002 - Sophomore 

Timm took a medical redshirt year after suffering an elbow injury midway 
through the season. Before the setback, Timm went 1-1 with a 5.40 ERA in six 
appearances. He struck oul six and walked only lwo in 6.2 innings. 

Timm made a pair of starts, taking the loss against No. IS Wake Forest on 
Feb. 17, allowing four runs on two hits. The sophomore fared much better in 
his second career start. striking oul a career-high three batters in two innings 
against Nebraska-Kearney, picking up his first career win in the first college 
game ever played at Hawks Field. In his last appearance of the year, he threw a 
shutout inning of relief against UW-Milwaukee on April 3-

The emergence of junior outfielder Jesse Boyer was the biggest story of the 
fall. Boyer, who redshirted in 2003, may have snuck up on people outside the 
program, but the coaching staff had seen the development of the outfielder for 
the last two years.

One of the most heralded recruits in recent memory, freshman Tony Watson 
was hoping lo be a stalwart of the Husker pitching staff. The left-hander [rom 
Grimes, lowa, was one of the top pitchers in the Midwest, going 9-0 with a 
remarkable 0.10 ERA en route to winning the Bob Feller Award, symbolic of the 
top high school pitcher in lowa. A 23rd-round selection by the World Champion 
Florida Marlins, Watson tossed three no-hitters and fanned an incredible 148 
hitters in just 69 innings, while equaling the state record for lowest ERA in a 
season. While a sore shoulder put the southpaw on the shelf during the fall, 
the news became worse in December, as he was diagnosed with a torn labrum. 
Watson had season-ending surgery in early January, and will miss all of the 2004 
season. The rehabilitation is expected to last nine months, and he should be 
able to return Jor the start of fall drills in September, 

"Tony was a pitcher we had followed through our stars of tomorrow camp 
and was a high priority during our recruiting process,” Pitching Coach Rob 
Childress said. “As a stalf, it is disappointing that he is unable to pitch because 
he would have been a mainstay on our staff. He consistently threw in the upper 
80s and lower 90s with a great breaking ball before his injury. Tony has a lot of 
upside potential, and we are hoping that he has a speedy recovery and is ready 
to participate in drills next fall.”

2003 Season in Review 


Matt Hopper hit .382 with a Big 12 best 22 homers and 66 RBIs en route to Big 12 Player-of-the-Year honors in 2003. 


In 2003, Nebraska exceeded nearly everyone's 
expectations but its own in winning its second 
Big 12 regular-season crown and reaching NCAA 
postseason play for a fifth straight season after 
being picked fourth in the league by the Big 12 
coaches in the preseason. 

While the Huskers fell short of reaching the 
College World Series for a third straight year, 
the positives of a 47-18 mark outweighed the 
disappointing end of the season. 

“What this program needs every year is to 
put ourselves in position with a chance to go to 
Omaha,” Anderson said. “By winning a conference 
championship, by getting ourselves in a regional at 
home, we did that.” 

One of the biggest reasons for the Huskers’ 
success came from a senior class of Steve Hale, 
Matt Hopper, Jeff Leise, Jamie Rodrigue and Josh 
Birmingham who not only produced on the field, 
but provided leadership through the highs and 
lows. 

“The seniors in this program have done so much 
for us,” Head Coach Mike Anderson said. “They 
have done nothing but act in a classy way with 
integrity and have played the game hard. 

“| have a tremendous amount of respect for this 
team -- their class, their integrity, their work habits 
and their intensity.” 

A three-time first-team All-Big 12 honoree, 
Hopper concluded his Husker career in spectacular 
fashion, batting .382 with 22 homers and 66 
RBIs. The first baseman was a second-team All- 
American, was chosen by the league coaches as 
the Big 12 Player of the Year, and held numerous 
school records, including most homers, RBls, hits 
and total bases. 

While Hopper posted eye-popping numbers, his 
commitment to the team’s goals were the reason for 
his bouncing back from a difficult junior year and 
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being chosen by Philadelphia in the 2003 Major 
League Baseball Dralfl. 

“I really believe this: Matt Hopper was awarded 
that award because he put team first,” Anderson 
said. “By putting team first, a lot of positive things 
happened for him individually.” 

Leise was the spark plug of the Husker offense, 
batting .325 with seven homers and 37 RBls. The 
three-year starter stole a team-best 20 bases and 
was second with 58 runs scored. While Leise 
continued to post impressive numbers, his biggest 
accomplishments came in the classroom, as he was 
chosen as the CoSIDA Academic All-American of 
the Year and the Big 12 Sportsman of the Year. 

Hale, who finished with the school record for 
most career appearances with 87, provided veteran 
stability in the bullpen, helping the Huskers to a 
school-record 17 saves. 

Rodrigue, who missed significant time because 
of injuries, came up big when the Huskers needed 
it most, going a season-high 7.1 innings to send 
the Huskers to the regional title game and picking 
up his only win of 2003. Rodrigue, who finished 
his career on the school’s top-l0 list for wins and 
innings pitched, walked off the field for the final 
time in the Huskers’ 9-5 win over SMS, receiving 
a spine-tingling standing ovation from the nearly 
7,500 fans in attendance. 

“My goal for today was just to go up there and 
compete as hard as | could,” Rodrigue said. “If this 
was going to be my last day, just go up there and 
give it all that | had. | gave up five runs, but | know 
in my heart that | gave it all that | had. I'm proud 
of this team and of the players and coaches on this 
team. It was a great experience.” 

Rodrigue’s regional performance typified the 
spirit of the 2003 team, a squad where heroes 
would step up when the team needed them most. 
From Brandon Fusilier, who came off the bench 
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to win two games with ninth-inning hits, to Mike 
Sillman, who emerged from relative anonymity to 
become the Huskers’ closer down the stretch. It was 
appropriate that Sillman would be on the mound, 
striking out pinch hitter Seth Fortenberry to clinch 
Nebraska's outright Big 12 title on the final day of 
the season. 

“That last pitch was everything | had in me ... 
as hard as | could possibly throw,” Sillman said. 
“When | saw him swing and miss, it was just so 
much excitement. It was awesome sending out our 
seniors like that.” 

One bedrock of the Husker staff was the dominant 
1-2 combination of juniors Aaron Marsden and 
Quinton Robertson. Marsden stepped into the role 
held by two-time All-American Shane Komine and 
didn’t miss a beat, going 8-3 with a 2.90 ERA and 
113 strikeouts lo become Big 12 Pitcher of the Year. 
A third-round draft pick by the Colorado Rockies 
and a second-team All-American, Marsden proved 
to be his best in the Huskers’ biggest games, going 
7-0 in his two-year career against ranked leams, 
including three wins in 2003. 

Robertson, a junior college transfer, stepped into 
the Huskers’ weekend rotation, going 10-2 with a 
4,23 ERA to join Marsden as a first-team All-Big 
12 honoree. The right-hander went 7-1 in his last Il 
starts, including victories over Baylor and Eastern 
Michigan in the postseason. 

While Marsden and Robertson anchored 
the rotation, other starters emerged after Brian 
Duensing suffered a season-ending elbow injury 
in March. Freshman Zach Kroenke and sophomore 
Phil Shirek combined for Il wins, while another 
freshman, right-hander Tim Schoeninger, became 
a vital member of the Husker bullpen. 

While the pitching staff came together, the 
offense was taking time to gel, as several newcomers 
adjusted to the Division | level. In the infield, 


sophomore Curtis Ledbetter and freshman third 


Aaron Marsden was the Big 12 Pitcher of the Year in 2003, 
going 8-3 with a 2.90 ERA and 113 strikeouts in IIS innings. 


baseman Alex Gordon became major impact players 
for the Big Red in their first season of action. 

Ledbetter, who split time at first base, left field 
and DH, took home All-Big [2 honors, batting .354 
with 13 homers and 54 RBIs. He took little time to 
make a mark, belting two homers in his first game 
as a Husker, and enjoyed a Big I2-long 23-game 
hitting streak during the year. Ledbetter shined in 
the clutch, going 6-for-7 with three homers and 21 
RBIs in bases-loaded situations. 

Gordon proved to be the rarest of freshmen, a 
player who had the knack to shine in the biggest 
moments. The third baseman hit .319 with seven 
homers and 48 RBIs, earning Collegiate Baseball 
Freshman All-America honors and the Big 12 
Freshman of the Year from the Waco Tribune. 
Gordon, who led NU in hitting with runners in 
scoring position and with two outs, either tied the 
game or gave the Huskers the lead with six of his 
seven round trippers. 

The Huskers began the year on a roll, winning 
I! of their 13 games, including wins over nationally 
ranked Notre Dame, Wake Forest and Texas A&M 
before facing their first taste of adversity. The 
Huskers stumbled to a four-game losing streak, 
dropping to Il-6 and I-2 in conference play heading 
into a three-game series with Kansas State. The 
Wildcats proved to be the perfect tonic for the 
Huskers, as NU swept the Wildcats to begin an II- 
game winning streak. 

With a 23-8 record and having played 21 of 
31 games on the road, Nebraska headed into an 
important homestand against No. 20 Missouri and 
No. 7 Texas. The Tigers opened the series with 
a 4-3 come-from-behind win, scoring three runs 
in the ninth inning. The following day, Missouri, 
which was riding a 13-game winning streak, was set 
to deliver the decisive blow to NU's title chances, 
taking an 8-1 lead into the bottom of the seventh.

earned the win in the clincher, matching his career high with three strikeouts in 1.2 innings of relief. 


Hopper then single-handedly carried the Huskers 
back, smashing a grand slam to put Nebraska within 
striking distance. Gordon's round tripper sent the 
game into extra innings before Hopper. who drove 
in a career-high seven runs, hit a towering three-run 
shot for the game winner. 

“I was so proud of the team,” Hopper said, 
“No one was down and nobody hung their heads. 
You can question thal anytime until you get into a 
situation like this, and you see what happens. That 
really showed the character of the team, you see 
what they are made of.” 

Anderson also was impressed with the resilience 
of his team. 

“We tried to put last night's loss behind us,” 
Anderson said. “We came back, and we knew 
that if we didn’t win this game, we would lose the 
series. I'm happy with the team. They showed a lot 
of heart.” 

The next day, the Huskers needed some more 
late-inning heroics, scoring three runs in the 
bottom of the ninth - capped by Fusilier’s two-out 
double - to erase a two-run deficit and take the 
series with a 7-6 victory. 

Against Texas, the Huskers opened the series 
with a dominating performance from Marsden, who 
tossed a complete-game six-hitter and matched his 
career high with Il strikeouts in a 3-2 victory. The 
following day, Hopper again delivered in the clutch, 
breaking a 3-all tie with a three-run homer in the 
bottom of the seventh to give the Huskers a 6-4 
victory and a fifth-straight season series win over 
the Longhorns. 

The following weekend at Texas Tech, the 
Huskers would be tested again, as Marsden 
suffered his first loss in the opener before the 
Huskers rallied for wins in the final two games of 
the series. Robertson evened the series, allowing 
one unearned run in seven innings of work. In the 
finale, the Huskers used the long ball, crushing four 
homers, including blasts by Joe Simokaitis and Matt 
Wells to win 8-4, 


With six conference games remaining, the 
Huskers trailed league leader Texas by 1.5 games, 
setting the stage for a dramatic finish. Against 
Oklahoma State, inclement weather forced the 
Huskers and Cowboys into a doubleheader al 
Hawks Field. In the opener, NU trailed 7-6 and was 
down to its last out before a single and walk put 
runners on first and second. Fusilier stepped to the 
plate and delivered his second walk-off winner of 
the year, a two-run triple to give Nebraska an 8-7 
win. In the nightcap, the Huskers rode the arm of 
Robertson, who tossed a complete game in a 5-2 
win. Nebraska capped the sweep the following day, 
as Shirek tossed seven innings of four-hit ball in a 
9-| win, giving the Huskers the series sweep and 
pulling even with the Longhorns atop the Big 12 
standings with one weekend remaining, 

With the Big 12 title on the line, the Huskers 
welcomed No. [4 Baylor into Hawks Field, A 
record series crowd of 18,358 witnessed a series 
staked in drama. The two teams split the first two 
games, setting up a dramatic regular-season finale. 
Texas had also split its first two games with Texas 
A&M, giving the Huskers, Longhorns and Aggies a 
potential claim on the league title. As Texas A&M 
defeated Texas, the Huskers claimed a share of the 
litle, but a win would give Nebraska the outright 
title. The game was a microcosm of the entire 
season. Nebraska overcame four deficits and tied 
the score at six before Gordon drew a bases-loaded 
walk for the final run, as NU scored its final three 
runs without a hit. The Bears put two runners on 
in the ninth, but Sillman slammed the door on the 
Bears’ rally, picking up his first win and giving the 
Huskers their second league title in three seasons. 

It was back and forth the whole game,” Anderson 
said. “It kept everyone on their toes. We would have 
liked to obviously get ahead earlier in the game, but 
things went our way at the end.”

A decade of excellence and future promise converge 
for the Big 12 Conference on Feb. 25, 2004. 

The Big I2 celebrates the 10-year mark of ils founding 
- Feb. 25, 1994 - and remains dedicated to celebrating, 
the student-athletes, — competitive excellence, 
scholarship, sportsmanship and competitive equity. 

Dedicated to achieving the highest goals in the 
integration of academic and athletic endeavors, Baylor, 
Colorado, lowa Stale, Kansas, Kansas State, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas, Texas 
A&M and Texas Tech combined forces in 1994. and 
formed the Big 12 Conference - a league covering seven 
states and encompassing over 40 million people. 

The conference pays particular attention to 
sportsmanship and a level field of play for the 4,500-plus student-athletes in 21 
sports. Those competing and coaching in the Big 12 seek maximum training on 
the fields and courts as well as in the classroom and community. 

Along with this competitive excellence, scholarship has been and continues 
to be a point of emphasis with the Big 12. There are 19 academic honor teams 
(first and second units), and the semiannual Commissioner's Honor Roll 
salutes student-athletes who have achieved 3.0 averages (four-point grading 
scale) in the semester previous to the announcement. Annually, more than 50 
student-athletes from the league make these teams with perfect 4.0 grade-point 
averages, 

Each member institution also nominates a male or female student-athlete 
for one of the prestigious Big 12 Conference postgraduate scholarships al the 
end of the academic year. More than 70 aspiring scholars have received almost 
$400,000 in financial aid during the first six years of the program. 

Sportsmanship has been an item high on the Big 12 agenda since 
Commissioner Kevin Weiberg became the league's third chief executive in 
December 1998. The Conference developed and maintained a Sportsmanship 
Statement that applies to all student-athletes, coaches and administrators 
throughout the league. The Big 12 also honors one male and female student- 
athlete each year as Big 12 Sportsperson of the Year. 

The level playing field for participants in all Big 12 sports also figures 
into competitive equity. This does not deny the potential for national team 
champions in any sport bul seeks to provide an avenue in which up-and-coming 
student-athletes can display their top individual talents within the framework of 
conference and NCAA sport guidelines. 

Big 12 schools and the conference office seek to provide national-class 
facilities for all levels of league championships, postseason tournaments and 
NCAA venues. They utilize Big 12 campus sites as well as buildings such as 
Kansas Cily’s Kemper Arena, Arrowhead Stadium and Municipal Auditorium, 
Houston's Reliant Stadium, San Antonio’s Alamodome, St. Louis’ Edward Jones 
Dome, Irving's Texas Stadium, Oklahoma City’s SBC Bricktown Ballpark, The 
Ballpark in Arlington, Dallas’ American Airlines Center and Reunion Arena, 
among others. 

Not only has the Big |2 fostered a spirit of conviviality and excitement with 
newlound rivalries, but the conference organization has given rise to several 
related, cooperative ventures with Big 12 cities, libraries, campus security 
organizations, chambers of commerce, tourisnVvisitors bureaus, information 
exchanges, sports medicine associations and campus public information 
offices, among others. 

The solid athletic traditions at the 12 schools are evident as student-athletes/ 
alumni have claimed more than 900 NCAA crowns and over 170 national team 
championships before the 2003-04 academic year. Commissioner Weiberg, 
acting in accord with the Big |2 Board of Directors, first contracted most major 
championship sites and dates through the 2004-05 academic year in 1999. The 
Big 12 is in the process of determining, future championship dates and sites 
potentially through the 2007-08 academic years, 

The league office also has negotiated critical media (television/radio/print) 
contracts and ongoing bow! agreements. New in 2002-03 were agreements 
with TBS Superstation to carry Big 12 football games in prime time slots, 
with College Sports Television for more regional and national telecasts, and 
expanded video streaming opportunities for several Olympic sports within the 
league with Fox Sports Net and FoxSports.com.

Colorado 2, Nebraska 1 (22 inn.) (April 26, 1974) 


When Nebraska and Colorado finally ended the 22-inning marathon on April 
26, 1974, everyone knew that it had been one long day al the ballpark. The 
game was the first of a doubleheader and was scheduled lor seven innings. 
However, the two teams played the longest game in NCAA history, While the 
effort was tied by Houston and Baylor on Feb. 21, 1999, the game still ranks 
among collegiate baseball's longest with only eight other games lasting 20 or 
more innings, 

In addition, national records for at bats by individuals (10 by Jim Smith, 
Nebraska and Jay Sferra, Colorado) and by a team (CU's 78) were set along with 
total al bats (155) and CU plate appearances (88) and total plate appearances 
(175). All of the records set that day are still current among NCAA Division | 
schools. 

Nebraska struck oul a total of 23 times (only one short of the record) and 
missed its best chance to win in the 20th inning when right fielder Norm 
Glismann led off with a triple. After Doak Fowler struck out and Dick Anderson 
was intentionally walked, second baseman Ken Bauder missed the squeeze bunt 
sign and Glismann was cul down at the plate. After CU scored in the top of the 
22nd, Bulfalo pitcher Bob Kelly struck out the side to end the nearly five-hour 
endurance test. Randy Benish was the losing pitcher for Nebraska. 

Colorado look a 1-0 lead in the fourth before the Huskers lied the game in 
the filth when Bryant Akisada hit a home run to left off Mark Beaton.

The Huskers made national 


headlines in 1999 alter posting the 
most lopsided win in NCAA history at 
Buck Beltzer Stadium. On March 16, 
1999, NU players and coaches took } 
part in an amazing contest that had 
reporters and coaches calling from 
across the country to see if the Score Was correct. 

Alter defeating Chicago State, 15-3, in game one of a doubleheader, the 
Huskers opened the second game of the twinbill by scoring nine runs in the 
lirst inning. Thal was just the beginning, as Nebraska went on to win by a score 
of 50-3, setting NCAA marks for runs scored (50), margin of victory (47) and 
RBls (48). The previous NCAA Division | mark for runs in a game was held by 
West Chester (Pa.), which scored 42 against Philadelphia Textile on April 7, 
1992. The previous margin of victory was 41 set in the West Chester game, as 
the Golden Rams defeated Philadelphia Textile, 42-1. Georgia Tech also posted 
4 41-0 win over Earlham (Ind.) on March 21, 1975. The 48 runs batted in by 
Nebraska shattered the NCAA Division I mark for RBIs in a game. The previous 
best was 37 by West Chester against Philadelphia Textile and by Clemson 
against North Carolina State on April 6, 1979, 

Nebraska scored nine runs in the first, 10 in the second, four in the third, 
nine in the fourth, 13 in the fifth and five in the sixth, as the game was called in 
the seventh inning because of the 12-run rule. Eight Huskers belted nine home 
runs in the game. Ken Harvey hit two homers, and Scott Larsen, Adam Stern 
and Brian Kent hit their first career home runs. Besides setting school team 
records for runs ($0), RBIs (48) and hits (35), Harvey, Jim Bailey and Craig 
Moore each established or tied individual school records, Harvey and Bailey 
each scored seven runs in the game, while Moore became the third player in 
school history to drive in 10 runs ina game. Bailey, who only had two official 
at bats, walked five times to tie a 50-year-old school record. Tom Novak held 
the previous mark of five set against Denver College on April 18, 1949. In the 
game, Nebraska scored the first 23 runs before the Cougars had a base runner, 
as Husker pitchers retired the first nine Cougar hitters. Eleven Huskers had at 
least two hits and seven had at least three hits. 

Jay Sirianni earned the win by pitching to six batters in the first two innings, 
as four Huskers held Chicago State to just three runs on three hits.

Darin Erstad was the No. | overall pick in the 1995 
amateur draft by the Anaheim Angels and quickly 
established himself as one of baseball's brightest stars. 
A two-time All-Star with the Angels, Erstad helped 
Anaheim to its first World Series title in 2002, tying 
a postseason record with 25 hits, as he hit safely in 
15 of 16 games. Erstad batted .283 with 10 homers, 
while committing one error in 473 total chances for 
a .998 fielding percentage to win his second Gold Glove, He enjoyed his best 
offensive season in 2000, batting .355, while leading the majors with 240 hits, 
the most in the majors since 1985. He lopped the Angels in seven categories, 
including average. runs, hils. total bases. and stolen bases. Erstad. who also has 
played first base for the Angels during his career, won his first Gold Glove as 
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an oullielder in 2000, committing just three errors in 362 total chances lor a 
.992 fielding percentage. In 1998, he hit .296 with 82 RBIs and 84 runs scored, 
earning All-Star honors for the first time in his career. His jump to the Major 
Leagues came after only one year in the minors. Erstad hit .284 with four 
homers and 20 runs batted in during 57 games as a rookie in 1996. In 1997, he 
landed the Angels’ starting first base job and finished the season with a .299 
average and 16 home runs. A career .289 hitter, Erstad has 100 homers and 485 
RBls in 1,002 games, all with the Angels.

The No. | overall pick in the 1995 amateur draft, Darin Erstad has firmly 
established himself as one of the top players in the American League. He has 
played his entire eight-year Major League career with the Anaheim Angels, as 
the two-time American League All-Star helped the franchise to its first World 
Series title in 2002. During the 2002 regular season, he batted .283 with 10 
homers and 73 RBIs, while leading the Angels with 23 stolen bases. Defensively, 
he led all A.L. center fielders with a .998 fielding percentage, committing one 
error in 473 total chances, en route to his second Gold Glove in three years. 
During the postseason, Erstad batted .352 with a pair of homers, while tying a 
major league record with 25 hits in the Angels’ first playoff appearance since 
1986. Erstad battled through injuries in 2003, hitting .252 while being limited 
lo just 67 games - his lowest total since the 1996 season. 

He enjoyed a career year in 2000, leading the majors with 240 base hits, 
batting .355 and topping the Angels in seven different categories, including, 
average, runs, hits, total bases and stolen bases. His 240 hits tied for the [2th 
most in Major League history and the most since Wade Boggs had 240 in 1985. 
Erstad earned an All-Star bid for the second time and won his first Gold Glove,

committing three errors in 362 total chances for a .992 fielding percentage. 


In 1998, he hit .296 with 82 RBIs and 84 runs scored, and became an All-Star 
for the first time in his career, His jump to the Major Leagues came after only 
one year in the minors. Erstad hit .284 with four homers and 20 runs batted in 
during 57 games as a rookie in 1996. In 1997, he landed the Angels’ starting first 
base job, finishing the season with a .299 average and I6 home runs. In 1998, 
Erstad played in 133 games and hit .296 with 19 home runs and 82 RBls. Erstad 


batted .253 in 143 contests for the Angels in 1999. 


A two-sport star at Nebraska, Erstad was a first-team All-American and Big 
Eight Co-Player of the Year as a junior in 1995. batting .410 with 19 homers and 
76 RBIs. A Golden Spikes Award finalist as a junior, he finished his Husker 
career holding school records for most hits (six), runs (six), and RBIs (six) in a 
game; most hits (103) and total bases (194) in a single season (1995) and most 


career hits (261). In addition to his exploits on the diamond, 


Erstad, a two-time academic all-conference selection, was also the starting 
punter for the Huskers’ [994 national championship team, helping NU to a 13-0 


record.
